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STRONG INFLUENCES AT 
WORK TO KEEP ISLAND 


At Washington One of the Leading 
Questions Just (Now Is Final 
Disposition of the Island, 
and It Has Two Em- 
phatic Sides,

Washington, February 10.—(Special.)— 


Republican leaders of the senate are very 
much afraid that the president is going 
to take hold of the Cuban question in a 


way that will not only embarrass them, 
but their party. During the past week 
there has been frequent cloak room and 
committee room talks, at which the men 
who are recognized as controlling the pol- 
ley of the majority of the senate have 
participated, and it is not exaggeration 
to say that these leaders fear a clash 
with the president. 

In private conversation with outsiders 
some of these men have not hesitated to 
give voice to that fear. They think they 
seo evidences of a disposition on the part 
of President McKinley to take, the Cuban 
bit between his teeth, as it were, and in- 
augurate a policy with which they do not 
agree. In these talks, which are, of 
course, not fcr publication, these sen- 
ators—or several of them—have made 
references to the president which are not 
altogether complimentary, and which 
show, to put it mildly, a lack of confi- 
dence in his judgment. 

Criticises the President, 


“IT very much fear."’ said one of these 
senators. 9 man who is a vower in the 
senate and who is recognized as that 
throughout the countrv. “that President 
McKinley has got it into his head that 
he is a leader. He has never heen a lead- 
er and has only succeeded when he hag 
listened tn the advice of others: witness 
the trouble he got in over the Porto Rican 
mroblam, If he does set his head to carry 
out the programme he seems to be con- 
templating. he will make trouble for us 
all. He will precinitate an extra session 
of congress and will open up this whole 
Cuhan proposition {nto a running sore, 
wre, may do infinite damage to the 
party.” 3 


“The man Who uttered 
one who has always been a stanch sup- 
porter of the adwwinistration. ‘There is 
nothing of the sore head about him. But 
he is very mtch in earnest in his beliet 
that there is dynamite in this Cuban prob- 
lem for the republican party, and that 
such precipitation of discussion as would 
come with an extra session would be dan- 
gerous to his party. 

Up to a few days ago this little crowd 
of senate leaders thought they had im- 
pressed the president with the wisdom 
of their view. and that he would prove 
tractable to their wishes. So confident 
were they of this they agreed among 
themselves that the whole Cuban prob- 
lem could readily be disprwed of by the 
adoption of some non-committal amend- 
ment to the army appropriation bill de- 
claring that the president was authorized 
to withdraw the army from Cuba when- 
ever a Cuban government should be set 
up under the provisions of a constitu- 
tion which would set forth in unmistak- 
able language the close relations which it 
Is fatended this government shall assume 
and maintain toward the Cuban govern- 


ment. 
Mr. Platt Drew It. 

Such a resolution was drawn up by Mr. 
Platt of Connecticut, who is chairman of 
the committée on relations with Cuba. 
and it was presumed that the action con- 
templated would be perfectly satisfactorv 
at the white house. This plan was in- 
formally presented to the president, but 
it seems that it does not at all meet his 
ifeas. He has continued his taik of the 
possible necessity of an extra session in 
,a wey thet shows he has this on his 
mind, and he has done this much to the 
dismay of the mén who had thought they 
hau brought him around. 

This bothers them. But what bothers 
them more than anything else is that 
there has been fio indication from the 
white house of any desire for the advfce 
which these senators are so ready and 
anxious to give. 

It was published in the newspapers a 
day or two ago that Senators Platt ane 
Spooner had been at the white house in 
consultation with the president over the 
Cuban matter,.in which Senator Platt 
fe especially interested, and the Philip- 
pine situation, in which Senator Spoon- 
er is recognized as one of those to lead 
the republican fight. When this announce- 
ment was read, people who studied the 
significance of things jumped to the con- 
clusion that the president and the sen- 
ators had a complete understanding. 

Nothing in It. 

It proves, however, that there is noth- 
ing in all this, and for the very gooa 
reason that neither Senator Platt nor 
Senator Spooner has been invited bv the 
president to any conference. There was 
no such visit. 

The men who represented the senate 
end of this difference of opinion have 
for more than a week expected that Sen- 
ator Piatt would be asked to present his 
views to the president, and among the 
men who expected it most was the sen- 
ator from Connecticut himself. He has 
very positive views and he would like tu 
express them to the president, but he ir 
not going to rush in and volunteer his 
advice where it is not wanted. The same 

thing is true of Senator Spooner, wno, 
until quite recently, has been one of the 
men upon whom the president has placea 
the greatest reliance and whose views

Something must be done very soon on 
both of these great questions—that of 
Cuba and of the Philippines—and if there 
is to be action at this session of con- 
gress, it should have been inaugurated 
by this time. The fact that no step has 
been taken by the president—that he has 
not even sought to consult with senate 
leaders—has given rise to the fear of such 
change of policy on his part as fs voiced 
in the expression of the senator aquoteda 
above. In the minds 6? the senators his 
attitude means either a determination to 


go ahead on his own motion without con- 
sulting his party leaders, as he has done 


in the past, or it means that he has taken 

to his heart another adviser, and one in 

whom they have no very great confidence. 
Root Nearest the Throne. 

This is Secretary of War Root. Sec- 
retary Root seems just now to be the 
dominant figure in influencing the pres- 
ident, if anybody does. 

The secretary is an eminent lawyer, 
who has had much experience in handling 
the affairs of greAt corporations, but who 
has never been able to cut any sort of 
figure in politics. The mer who have 
made politics a business and whose posi- 
tion in ‘public life is dependent upon the 
will of the people of their states, do not 
believe that Secretary Root is a safe 
counselor fcr such a great emergency 
as that which confronts the republican 
administration in this Cuban question. 

The views of these senators are said 
to have been very forcefully, and indeed 
very vigorously, presented by Senator 
Spooner on the occasion of his last taik 
with the president. The little senator 
said, after that interview, that when 
he thought of it, he wondered how he 
could have had the nerve to indulge in 
such harsh criticism. He said he felt, 
at the time, however, that a word of 
warning to the president was due to the 
party and excused his fire on that score. 

That talk was more than a week ago. 
It has brought no apparent results. Sen- 
ater Spooner is inclined to-lay the whole 
“trouble,” as he calls it, at the door of 
Secretary Root’s influence, but other 
senators seem inclined to believe that 
this Cuban question is to mark an epoch 
in the McKinley administration; that the 
president, having been re-elected to his 
second term, and having, therefore, at- 
tained the lmit of officeholding, has a 
personal ambition to go down into his- 
tory as something more than a merely 
placid executive officer following the be- 
hests of his party. He wants to be rec- 
ognized as having a distinctive policy of 
his own. His critics profess to see dan- 
ger in such a determination. 

A Clash of Policies. 

Back of all this clash between men and 
officials,there is, it is very evident, a clash 
of policies. The surface difference is as 
to whether there should or should not be 
ar. extra session of congress, the presi- 
dent inclining to the belief that there 
should be, in order that the werk of set- 
ting up a distinctive Cuban government 
may be expedited, while the senators are 
crying out that there should be no such 
extra session, that it is unneccessary, 
and that the agitation of this Cuban 
question at this time can only result 
in injuring the republican party. 

Deeper down, however, it is evident 
that the people who do not want this

extra session are afraid of it because 
they do not now want to show their hands. 
It is undoubtedly true that the influences 
which control many of these senators 
who are now criticising the president, 
are opposed to turning Cuba over to the 
Cuban people, as was so distinctly prom- 
ised in the resolution of congress which 
brought about American occupation of 
the island. They are opposed, therefore, 
to outlining at the present time any par- 
ticular policy. 


: Oppose Any Declaration. 

They do not thirk that there ought to 
be so much as an utterance by congress 
of the position of this government, but 
they are willing to let this go through 
if it is made non-committal enough. They 
are opposed, however, to such recogni- 
tion of a Cuban republic as would be in- 
volved in supervision and indorsement of 
the Havana constitution, and they believe 
that every day’s delay can be utilized 
to strengthen the annexation sentiment 
in Cuba, and to weaken the power of the 
element which demands that a Cuban 
government te set up at oftce. 

Perhaps the president believes as 
strongly as these gentlemen that annex- 
ation is the ultimate fate of Cuba, but 
he also believes we should act in good 
faith toward the Cuban people, and that 
it is better for us, as for them, that their 
faith in American sincerity should not 
be shaken by anything that looks like 
a repudiation of solemn promises. He 
believes that this Cuban constitution 
should be passed upon here in Washing- 
ton and that congress should share the 
responsibility in this matter with him. 

The salient point of relationship be- 


tween the two countries upon which he 
believes this government must insist is 


that the United States shall have super- 
vision and some sort of control of the 
foreign relations of Cuba, of her power 
to meke war and her power to.contract 
debts. This control of foreign relations, 
he believes, is essential to the protection 
of American interests. There are other 
minor points to be insisted upon, but 
this is the really important one. 

He believes, however, in turning Cuba 
over to the Cuban people, while the sen- 
ators who disagree with him do not hesi- 
tate to declare that they are working on 
exactly opposite lines. 

Is Tellec To Speak? 

It is possible that the whole Cuban 
question may get up in congress in a few 
days through a speech which Senator 
Teller has announced it his intention to 
make. Senator Teller was’ one of the 
strongest supporters of that portion of 
the war resolution which safeguarded 
the liberty of the Cuban people. 

Republican serators who are playing 
important parts in the controversy I 


nave outlined are quoted as saying that 
such a speech as Senator Teller is capa- 


ble of making may of itself draw the 
attention of the country to the Cuban 
question in such a way that the people 
Will be aroused and an extra session wil! 
be forced. They are inclined to blame the 
president for this possibility, arguing that 
if he had taken the matter up with re- 
publican leaders before this they could 
bave agreed upon some expression by 
congress which would have tided over 
the present crisis, and that the da

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Officers Found it Easy to Fol- 
low Men Who Carried 
Away a Fortune 
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BIG IRON SAFE HELD 
$40,000 IN VALUABLES 


Express Box, Containing Money, 
Checks and Jewelry, Is Car- 
ried Away from Depot. 
Three Men Are Ar- 

rested.

Sioux City, Iowa, February 10.—Prompt 
and active work by the authorities at 
Manila, Iowa, resulted in the arrest of 
three men who are accused of having 
been implicated in the theft of a United 
States express safe said to have con- 
tained $40,000. The Chicago, milwaukee 
and St. Paul train on which the safe 
Was taken from Sioux City agrived at 
Manila at 8:0 p. m. Saturday night. The 
Omaha train was late, and James Sturte- 
vant, of Sioux City, the express messen- 
ger, did not hurry in unloading the goods 
and packages from his car. The ex- 
press safe with other articles was unload- 
ed and placed on a truck on the depot 
platform and then Sturtevant and the 
baggageman went to the other end of 
the platform to get another truck load. 
When Sturtevant returned he saw that 
the iron box was gone. 


City Marshal Ferrell hastily assembled 
a posse and vigorous work was begun. 
Snow lay thick on the ground and it did 
not take long to discover the tracks of 
two persons who evidently had been car- 
rying some heavy object directly from 
the truck,.as it stood upon the depot 
platform. They carried the safe about 
two blocks and then loaded it into a 
wagon. The Wagon was driven about.a 
mile and a half oyt into the country and 
there the safe wag forced open and the 
contents abstracted. The men there aban- 
doned the safe and went their way on a 
new track. It was not difficult to trace 
them, however, and this morning John 
Jackson, John Stovall and Charles Hayes 
were arrested. All were meh who live 
at Manila and are well known. Their 
reputations heretofore have been bad. 
They stoutly protest their innocence, but 
the authorities believe the evidence 
against at least two.of them will prove 
conclusive. 

The safe which was stolen contained 
$40,000. Twelve thousand dollars was in 
cash and the remainder in drafts, checks 
and various valuables. Had it not been 
for the tell-tale tracks in the snow it is 
not likely that arrests would have been 
made so promptly. The authorities say 
the shoes of two of the men exactly fit 
the tracks in the snow. None of the 
money or valuables has been recovered. 


WALDERSEE SAYS IT’S WRONG. 


Disagrees with the Frenchman’s Pro- 
posed Expedition. 

Pekin, February 10.—Count Von Wal- 
dersee is very much dissatisfied with the 
conduct of the French troops near Pao 
Ting Fu. and also with their avowed in- 
tention, in spite of his protests against 
it, to organize an expedition to take pos- 
session of the province of Shan Si. He 
takes the ground that expeditions, except 
for police purposes or against bands of 
robbers, should not be unfertaken dur- 
ing peace negotiations. 

General Bailloud, the French comman- 
der at Pao Ting Fu, says that he Is act- 
ing in entire independence of Count Von 
Waldersee and believes the wisest course 
to be to nip the incipient rebellion in the 
bud immediately. He asserts that he was 
attacked on three sides by a number of 
Chinese while out with a few men near 
Pao Ting Fu, and his theory is that the 
power of the foreigners should be shown, 
if possible, whenever an occasion arises. 

A etaff officer of Count Von Waldersee 
who investigated the Pao Ting Fw affair 
cquld find no evidences of such trouble 
as had been reported. On the contrary, 
he believes there are grounds for sup- 
posing quite the opposite, although prob- 
ably there, as elsewhere, considerable 
numbers of dangerous robbers infest the 
country districts. 

At mext Tuesday's meeting the foreign 
envoys will consider the plans submitted 
by the military committee for the legation 
defenses. A reply from the court is not 
expected untli then at the earliest.

FOUND DEAD IN HIS ROOM 
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Washington, February 10.—Representa- 
tive Albert D. Shaw, of Watertown, N. 
Y., formerly commander in chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, was founa 
dead this morning in his room at the 
Riggs house. A physician summoned im- 
mediately after the discovery of the body 
pronounced death due to apoplexy, prob- 
ably about 2 o’clock in the morning. Colo- 
nel Shaw had returned about 1:30 o’clock 
from a banquet at the Ebbitt house in 
honor of his successor, General Leo Ras- 
sieur, and before he left the banquet hall 
responded eloquently to a toast and ap- 
peared in excellent heafth and _ spirits. 
The body was discovered lying face down- 
ward on the floor, where he had fallen 
suddenly. After his return to the hotel, 
Colonel Shaw asked for hot water, com- 
plaining of indigestion. The water was 
brought to him, and that was the last 
seen of him alive. 

His private secretary, Mr. Charles 
Glynn, of Oswego, N. Y., had an ap- 
pointment with him for 10 o'clock this 
morning, and when Colonel Shaw did not 
appear, one of the bell boys climbed to 
the transom and saw the body in the po- 
sition stated. His son, Dr. Henry L. K. 
Shaw, is expected tomorrow, when ar- 
rangements for the funeral will be an- 
nounced and a committee from the house 
named to attend the services, which prob- 
ably will be held at Watertown. Two

HON. ALBERT D. SHAW, 
Congressman from New York and Former Commander in Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, Found Dead in His Room. 
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daughters, one living in Watertown and 
another in Brooklyn, were notified. 
Colone] Shaw was fifty-nine years of age 
and 9 veteran of .the civil war. He was 
a widower, his wife dying just one year 
ago yesterday. He was the picture of 
health, of commanding stature, strongly 
built, with square shoulders and erect 
figure, which. with white hair and mous- 
tache, made him a conspicuous figure in 
the house. An active worker during his 
incumbency of the commander in chief's 
office, he frequently came to Washington 
and took a hand in urging legislation 
for the old soldiers before the committees 
of congress. 
_Colonel Shaw was born in Lyme, N. Y., 
December 27, 1841. He served a,term of 
enlistment in the Thirty-fifth New York 
volunteers and as special agent of. the 
war department at provost marshal head- 
quarters during the civil war. Later he 
was a member of the state assembly for 
one term, was appointed consul to Toronto 
in 1868 and promoted to Manchester, Eng- 
land, in 1878, from ‘which Jatter place he 
was removed by President Cleveland in 
1885 for being an ‘“‘offensive partisan.”’ Af- 
terwards he filled the office of department 
commander of the republic for the state 
of New York, commander in chief of the 
national body and a representative in 
congress, succeeding the late C. A. Chick- 
ering, who met a tragic death in New 
York.

The minister will wait a full 
copy of the decree before making his re- 
ply, but he regards the step taken by the 
emperor as a decidedly important one, 
which will result in great benefit to the 
imperial government.

LOSS. OF LIFE BY BOSTON FIRE. 


Four-Story Brick Dwelling Burns. 
Inmates Jump from Windows. 
Boston, February 10.—Two persons dead, 
five O.wers badly injured and a financial 
loss of. $2,500 is the summary of dam- 
age caused by a fire that occurred in a 
four-story brick dwelling on Harrison 
avenue early ..is morning. The dead are: 
NORA HART, five years old, killed by 

jumping from a second story window. 

MRS. FRANCES RILEY, a widow, fifty 
years of age, suffccated by smoke. 

There is a suspicion that the fire fs of 
incendiary origin and two arrests have 
been made, Harris Levin, aged thirty- 
eight, and his wife, aged _ thirty-five. 
Levin had a shoe store on the first floor 
of the burned building and the arrests 
resulted from the suspicion that naphtha 
or something of that kind caused the fire, 
together with the disappearance of Levin, 
his wife and four children immediately 
on the discovery of the fire. 

Men and women jumped from the burn- 
ing building and firemen and policemen 
rescued others from smoke-filled vorri- 
dors and hallways. The building was oc- 
cupied by seventeen persons. 

The second story was occupied by Dan- 
iel Hart, L's wife, her sister and Hart’s 
four children. They all jumped from a 
window. One of the children was badly 
burned and suffered internal injuries by 
jumping and died. Mrs. Hart was badly 
hurt. 

The third story was occupied by Dan- 
iel and Thomas Brennan. The latter es- 
caped, but Daniel jumped three stories 
to a shed and suffered serious injuries. 

The fourth story was occupied by Mrs. 
Frances Riley and Mrs. Barry. Mrs. Riley 
was overcome by the smoke and was suf- 
focated. Mrs. Barry jumped from the 
fourth floor ana is in a precarious condi- 
tion.

Nearly All the Prominent Business

If this is not 
done, warning was given that a thousand 
armed men would immediately move on 
the joints and remove them by force. To- 
day’s action is the result of the crusade 
started in Topeka less than ten days ago 
by Mrs. Carrie Nation. The meeting 
was a remarkable one in every respect. 

It was called by a committee of the 
Law Enforcement League, and was at- 
tended by nearly all the prominent busi- 
ness men of the city. There was a feel- 
ing of intense earnestness pervading the 
meeting. Conservative men, who have 
hitherto advocated moderation in the 
dealings with the lawless element, in- 
sisted, in unmistakable terms, that the 
time had come when forbearance had 
ceased to be a’ virtue, and that the people 
of Topeka should take the law in their 
own hands. Rev. F. W. Emerson, pastor 
of the Christian church of Topeka, who 
aided Mrs. Nation in her saloon smash- 
ing here last week, opened the meeting 
with prayer. 

After a _ few short, 
which worked up e audience to a high 
degree of enthusiasm, an ultimatum’ 
was proposed and passed amid the loudest 
cheering. The ultimatum commanded the’ 
officers of the city and county to ‘perform’ 
their duty regarding the’ closing of ‘the 
joints. The. officers were warned that 
they had waited long endugh. ' The prop-’ 
erty owners, in whose premises the joints’ 
were kept, were also warned, in unmie 
takable terms, that they had better abate 
the nuisances at once,,or the people of 
Topeka would not be responsible for the 
damage that might ensue to the, build- 
ings. When the reader of the ultimatum 
reached the part pertaining to the joint- 
ists, there was a hush of expectation as 
there had for several days: been rumors 
that some important declarations were 
to be made. The words of condemnation 
and warning brought forth murmurs of 
approval that gained strength with each 
minute, finally sweeping over the entire 
audience and culminating in the wildest 
enthusiasm. As the reader finished and 
submitted the ultimatum to the approv- 
al of the audience, old men and conserv- 
ative ministers of the gospel leaped to 
thefr seats in their enthusiasm and waved 
handkerchiefs, gesticulated and cheered 
to the echo. The, cheering lasted for sev- 
eral minutes. The ultimatum, which was 
adopted by a rising vote, follows: 

“To those immediately engaged in the 
illicit business, whether wholesale or re- 
tail, we have to say that the long contro- 
versy of the public with you must now 
come to an end. You have openly and 
persistently defied our laws; you have 
made yourselves the agents of even great- 
er criminals outside of the state, who 
have supported you in your unlawful 
traffic; you have gathered about you a

snappy addresses, 


criminal element that is a perpetual men- 


ace to the safety of the community and 
have maintained places that engender 
and encourage all vices; you have intro- 
duced the most corrupting and demoral- 
izing factors and influences into our local 
politics; and for years you have scorned 
all appeals and warnings that have been 
presented to you by the virtue-loving por- 
tion of the community. Now we feel 
that the time has come when we must 
speak to you peremptorily. We cease 
now to endeavor to persuade; command; 
you must stop this lawless and iniqul- 
tous business and stop it at once. And 
we hereby notify you that we must have 
unquestionable evidence, absolutely sat- 
isfactory to the committee of public order 
which we today constitute, that all your 
illicit goods, together with all the asso- 
ciate fixtures and furnishings of the 
places where your unlawful business has 
been carried on, shall have been removed 
and shipped from the city before noon 
Friday, February 9th. On the strict 
and usual utterance of this demand we 
shall insist, and if it shall be disregarded, 
we will take whatever measures as are 
necessary for its rigid enforcement. 

“If a long-outraged public shall be 
compelled to resort to the fundamental 
right of self-vindication against criminals 
and their abettors, the grave conse- 
quences to evil-doers which may result 
from such a return, must rest with the de- 
fiers and nullifiers of our laws, and the ob- 
structors of our governmental machin- 
ery.” 

Twelve hundred men signed their names 
to cards pledging themselves to be ready 
at a moment's notice to join the army 
which has been recruited to stamp out the 
joints by the time the limit set by the ul- 
timatum expires. 

There seems to be no question that the 
next few days in Topeka will see interest- 
ing developments, possibly bloodshed.

“Broaddus Institute of Healing,”’ profess- 
ing to cure any disease that flesh was 
heir to. The mails brought him many 
letters from all Over Geargia, the fee be- 
ing $8 in each ease. One man, it is said, 
wanted the doctor to “theal’’ the estranged 
affections of his wife, who had quit him. 
The “doctor’s” dress was immaculate, 
and he made a good impression upon 
many business men here. It is said that 
he drew drafts for large amounts and de- 
posited them with the local banks, but 
the drafts were returned unpaid. The 
“doctor’’ was likewise interested in the 
manufacture of fertilizers, and was about 
to enlist loca] capitalists in the estab- 
lishment of a guano factory here, but this 
enterprise will probably be d@baudoned.

SOUTHERN TRAIN 
LEAVES TRACK 


Passenger Train 37 Derailed 
Near Tallapoosa, Ga 


CONDUCTOR JONES INJURED 


Entire Train Except Sleeper Left the 
Track (Without ‘Warning and 
Plunged Down a_ Steep 
Em bankmenf—Wreck- 
ing Train Sent Out.

‘Waco, Ga. February 10.—(Special.)— 
Train No. $7 on the Southern, which left 
Atlanta this afternoon at 4:15 o’clock for 
Birmingham, was derailed three and one 
half miles beyond this place this after- 
noon at 6:12 o’clock, 

The engine was turned over and entire- 
ly demolished, but nelt}er the ‘éngineer 
nor fireman was lijured. 

The only person on the train who sus- 
tained any jeMous injuries was John 
Jones, a freight conductor on the South- 
ern, who was riding in the baggage car. 
When the tfain left the Tfack Jones was 
thrown out of the door, and his right leg 
broken above the knee. The train was 
well loaded with passengers, but beyond 
bruises and concussions none of them suf- 
fered any injury. 

The disaster occurred on a curve just 
before the train reached a high fill. Had 
the derailment taken place three minutes 
later many passengers must have inevit- 
ably been killed. 

The accident is believed to have been 
due to a defective tfuck on the engine. 
The track where the wreck occurred was 
carefully examified and found to be in 
excellent condition, 

The train was made up of a mail and 
express car, a combination baggage and 
smoker, a day coach and the Pullman car 
Rosemont. ae 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
D. S. Walraven, of Atlanta. The engi- 
neer was Henry Dunlap, and the fireman 
Wil Harris, 

The feature of the wreck was the mi- 
raculous escape of Dunlap and Harris 
when the train hif the curve. 

The engine, withour warning, left the 
track, slewed to the right and executed 
almost a complete somersault. It was 
torn to fiinders. The engineer and fire- 
man were not even scratched, and Engi- 
neer Dunlap ,insistéd on taking charge 
of the engine of the Tallapoos& accommo- 
dation train, to which fhe passengers of 
the wrecked train were transferred, and 
taken into Birmingham. es 

The train was going at such speed when 
it was derailed that the mail and ex- 
press and baggage cars were taken past 
the engine before they came to a stand- 
still. 

The first three cars left the track en- 
tirely and were partially upset and the 
fore trucks of the sleeper were derailed, 
but the car maintained its upright posi- 
tion. The track was torn up for a dis- 
tance of thirty or forty feet. 

In about an hour after the wreck oc- 
curred all of the passengers’ baggage had 
been transferred to the Tallapoosa accom- 
modation train and taken to Birmingham. 
When the wrecking train from Atlanta 
arrived at midnight Section Foreman 
Moore was found in charge. 

All of the passengers and trainmen had 
left except Flagman H. W. Waldrop, who 
had been left in charge. The sleeper was 
quickly jacked up and brought down to 
Waco. Another wrecking train from Bir- 
mingham arrived about two hours after 
the Atlanta train, and the two wrecking 
crews began clearing the track. Traffic 
should be resumed by tomorrow after- 
noon, 


MANY 4NQUIRE OF FRIENDS. 


Depot Was Crowded for Some Time 
by Anxious Persons Last 
Night. 

Immediately upon receipt of the an- 
nouncement of the wreck the local offi- 
Clals of the road made up a wrecking 
train andsent it to the scene at 9:15 
o’clock in charge of Conductor Al Keys. 
This train was composed of workmen 
of experience and was rushed from At- 

lanta to clear the track. 

As the news spread a crowd of people 
who had friends on*the train began to 
collect at the union depot, anxiously in- 
quiring of the local officers as to the ex- 
tent of the wreck. For some time no in- 
formation was to be obtained, but when 
it was finally announced that no one was 
killed the anxiety of the crowd, to a cer- 
tain extent, passed and many returned 
home, but all night some one was inquir- 
ing of the result. 

Many friends of the conductor and en- 
gineer, both of whom are very popular 
here, waited for hours for news regard- 
ing them.

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STEEL RAILS FOR 
THE NEW ROUTE 


South Geni Railway Will 
Soon Be in Operation 


RICH COUNTRY 1S OPENED 


Passenger Trains Will Be Running 
Between Heartpine, Ga., and 
Greenville, Fla., Within 
the Next Three or 
Four Months, 


Quitman, Ga., February 10.—(Special.)— 
‘Work 3n the extension of the South Geor- 
gia railway is being rapidly pushed and 
the line will probably be in operation be- 
tween Heartpine, Ga., and Greenville, Fia., 
a distance of fifty-one Wifes, within the 
next sixty or ninety days. The work 
has been considerably delayed on account 
of the difficulty experienced by the steel 
rail mills in getting vessels to move the 
rail. Finally, after nearly two months’ 
delay, a steamer was chartered and the 
whole lot of twenty-four miles of sixty 
pound rail, together with the necessary 
switches and fastenings, left Sparrow's 
Point, Md., Friday and will likely begin 
to come in within a week or ten days. 
Tracks are being r@arranged here and the 
abutments of the trestle ovér fhe Plant 
system will be rushed up In time to Begin 
laying rail as soon as it arrives. 

The extension wil! be up to standard in 
every particular, and there will be no 
grades over 1 per cent except where they 
cross the Plant system, where the road 
will be 1 and 12-100, 

A passenger train will be put on when 
the road is completed to Greenville, con- 
sisting of new cars, There wilfbe two 
coaches with smoking compartments and 
all the modern conveniences, and a com- 
bination mail, baggage and express car. 
A mixed train will also be run to accom- 
modate local travel and the two will al- 
low traders to come to Quitman from 
both directions in the morning and re- 
turn to'their homes in the afternoon. 

The West Coast railway, which is a 
separate organization, but owned by prac- 
tically the same parties, has been located 
as far as Perry, Fla., and a large force 
of hands is at work on it, beginning at 
Greenville. Fifteen thousand yards of 
dirt were moved on it during January, 
and it is hoped it may be put into oper- 
ation by fall, 

Perry is the county site of Taylor coun- 
ty, and is well located in @ good region, 
but is twenty-five miles from a railroad 
and goods are wagoned at an fmmense 
expense from Greenville. When the sec- 
tion now under way is completed trains 
will be operated through from Heartpine 
to Perry, and a fine section of farm and 
timber land will be opened up. Hampton 
springs, about four miles from Perry, 
are famous all through north Florida and 
southwest Georgia for their medicinal 
properties and people constantly brave 
the long trip by private conveyance end 
the discomforfs of camp life in oréer to 
drink the water, and many wonderful 
cures are on record to its credit. ‘This 
road will givg easy access to the springs 
and if some enterprising man will buy 
the property and put up a modern hotel 
it will become one of the most popular 
resorts of the south. 


WILL ASK FOR SMITH’S PARDON 


Counterfeiter Under Twelve Months’ 
Sent@énce Wants Freedom. 

Waycross, Ga., February 10.—(Special.)— 
A petition is being signed bv the best 
and most influf#ntial citizens of Waycross 
asking that President McKinley grant a 
pardon to M. C. Smith, of this city, who 
was convicted in Judge Speer’s court 
for passing counterfeit money and sen- 
tenced to twelve months’ {!mprisonment. 
About two years ago Smith, who was a 
carpenter in Waycross, left for Valdosta 
to seek work. He had been on a spree, 
and while in this condition gained pos- 
session of some counterfeit money. At 
Valdosta, while still under the influence 
of liquor, he attempted to pass or did 
pass some of the coins.

Savannah Law and Order League 
Is Now at Work 


OFFENDERS = ARE NOTIFIED 


Liberal Policy Has Been Pursued) 
and the Contemplated Ohange 
Will Prove a Sweeping 
One as Regards Sab- 
bath Breakers. 


Savannah, Ga., February 10.—(Special.) 
Savannah is to have a crusade against 
Sunday law breaking. In today’s morning 
paper there appeared a notice to the fol- 
lowing effect: 


“Notice is hereby given to the public 
that beginning Sunday, February i7th. 
violators of laws enacted for the preserva- 
tion of thé Sabbath day will be prose- 
cuted. A word to the wise should be suf- 
ficient. Law Order 
League.”’ 


This was the first news to anybody ex- 
cept those directly interested in the league 
that such a movement was on foot. The 
latter have kept fheir plans strictly to 
themselves and the Sunday law violators 
of whom there are quite a number, are 
worried. Neither the officers nor the 
members of the league are known. 

The movement is quite sweeping in its 
scope, including barrooms, green gro- 
oceries, fruit stands, cigar stands, in- 
cluding those qn hotels and @rn# stores and 
soda fountains, though especially directed 
ageinst liquor selling. 

Information has already, been obtained 
against a number of offenders. If these 
choose to abide by the notice given them 
in the public print they will not be prose- 
cuted, but if they do no the evidence 
will be used against them. The mode of 
procedure will be to present the evidence 
to the proper authorities in such shape 
that prosecution will necessarily result. 
In addition to punishment they will in- 
sist that the laws be enforced by both 
state and city authoritfes and that those 
who persist tn violating the law be de- 
prived of their licenses. 

Savannah is noted as a “liberal” town 
in the matter of Sunday observance. Not 
only do the bars run fréely on Sund&ys, 
but the green groceries and many corner 
groceries on the outskirts keep open 
while the dago fruit stand dealers regard 
their Sunday privileges as a sacred right.

Ship Subsidy Bill Has 
of Way in Senate 


SPEECHES TO BE MADE TODAY 


Senator Caffery Will Give His Views 
in a Lengthy Speech Today. 
Interest in the Appropria- 
tion Bills—Revenue 
Reduction Bill.

Washington, February 10.—If¢ considera- 
tion of the naval appropriation Dill ts 
completed during Monday, as is supposed 
it will be, the ship subsidy bill will be 
called up by Senator Frye, and that Dill 
will continue to receive the attention of 
the senate during the remainder of the 
day. Senator Caffery will take the floor 
when the bill is taken up, and is expected 
to occupy the remaining portion of the 
day, whatever time there may be left. 
Senator Proctor has given notice that. 
as chairman of the committee on agricul- 
ture, he wil call up the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill on Tuesday. There wil! 
be no effort to prevent displacement of 
the subsidy bill by the appropriation bill. 
The committee on appropriations hopes to 
be able to report the fortifications appro- 
priation bill by the time the agricultural 
bill shall be disposed of, and the army 
appropriation bill is expected to be re- 
ported later in the week. 

The plan is to have all appropriation 
bills acted on as promptly as possible af- 
ter they are reported, but when there are 
no bills of that character before the 
senate the subsidy bill will continue t> 
have right of way. No decision has becn 
reached as yet as to whether there will 
be renewed effort to secure night ses- 
sions on the subsidy bill. but the present 
indications are that there will be no fur- 
ther immediate attempt in that direc- 
tion. The opponents of the bill declare 
that in case of a renewal of the night 
meetings the friends of the bill will be 
compelled to keep constantly in the 
chamber a quorum of their own. While 
they made frequent demands for a-call 
of the senate during the ev ening sessions 
of last week they always themselves re- 
plied to their names when called. It is 
now understood to be their purpose not 
to do this in case of further efforts to 
bring the bill to a vote by carrying th¢ 
senate meetings into the night. 

Much interest is felt in the effort which 
is to be made to secure legislation in 
connection with the army appropriation 
bill in regard to the Philippines and Cuba. 
It has been always supposed that any at- 
tempt in either direction would open up 
the entire colonial policy of the admin- 
istration and lead to interminable debate, 
but there is now unquestionably a quite 
general acquiescence in the effort to be 
made for Philippine and Cuban legisla- 
tion. Whether this is due to thé fact 
that there has not been time to consider 
the bearing of these two proposed amend- 
ments sufficiently or to the genera! desire 
to avoid an extra session of congress, 
does not yet appear. Be that as it may. 
a majority at least of the democrats seem 
quite willing that a vote should be 
reached on both these provisions. Indeed. 
it is understood to be the position 27? 
Senator Jones, of Arkansas, and of hi« 
immediate supporters in opposition to 
the subsidy bill that there will be no 
obstacle to getting a vote upon any bill 
before the senate, excent the shin bill, 
and possibly the oleomargarine bill. In 
all probability, however. the Cuban and 
Philippine quegtions wilt be discussed at 
considerable length. and even though 
there may be no desire to defeat them. 
they may be used to hold off the sub- 
sidy bill. 

The committee on the Philippines wilt 
hold a meeting Monday. and it is ef- 
pected will agree promptly upon a favor- 
able report upon the Philippine amend- 
ment, but the question will not be taken 
up in the senate until the army appro. 
priation bill shall be reported. The Cu 
ban committee probably will meet late: 
in the week. 

In the House, 

The revenue reduction bill will come be- 
fore the house tomorrow, with some pros- 
pect of an animated discussion. The ways 
and means committee has already deter- 
mined on a recommendation for a dis- 
agreement to the senate amendments to 
the bill and that a conference with the 
senate be asked. But the determination 
has aroused considerable feeling among 
the majority members of the committee, 
and this may find expression when Chait - 
man Payne presents the report and moves 
for a conference, Following this matter 
the diplomatic and consular appropria- 
tion bill will claim attention, the genera! 
discussion of foreign questions, particu- 
larly the Philippines, being still open. 
Thé army appropriation bill and the sun- 
dry civil bill will receive consideration 
during the week. Among the measures 
of general legislation likely to come up is 
the important bill for government aid and 
participation in the Louisiana purchase 
exposition to be held at St. Louis, Chair- 
man Tawney, having the subject in 
char has received assurances from the 
speaker of early recognition and expects 
to take up the bill during the first part 
of the week. The bills retiring officers 
of the revenue cutter service and estab- 
lishing a standardizing bureau continue 
to be special orders when appropriation 
bills do not have the right of way.

BOTHA’S ARMY 


. Dalle Occurred a Orange Camp 
Last Wednesday, 
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BOERS FOUGHT DESPERATELY 


There Were Seven Thousand of 
Them—British |Lost Twenty- 
four Killed and Over Fifty 
Wounded—Milner Re- 
views Troops. 


London, February 11.—The war office 
has received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener: 

“Pretoria, February 9.—The columns 
working eastward occupied Ermelo Feb- 
ruary 6th with slight opposition. A large 
force of Boers, estimated at 7,000, under 
Louis Botha, retired eastward. About 800 
wagons with families passed through 
Ermelo on the way to Amsterdam, and 
very large quantities of stock are being 
driven east. 

“A peace delegate under sentence of 
death and other Boer prisoners were 
taken away by the Boers. All the re- 
ports show that the Boers are exceeding- 
ly bitter. Fifty Boers surrendered. 

“Louls Botha with 2,000 men attacked 
General Smith-Dorrien at Orange Camp, 
at 8a. m., on February 6th. He 
was repulsed after severe fighting. Gen- 
eral Spruit was killed, General Ran- 
demeyor was severely wounded, two field 
cornets were killed, twenty of the Boer 
dead left in our hands and many severely 
wounded. Our casualties were twenty- 
four killed and fifty-three wounded. 

‘“‘Our movement to the east is reported 
to have thoroughly upset all the enemy’s 
calculations and created a regular panic 
in the district. 

“Christian Dewet appears to be cross- 
ing the line south of Jagersfontein road 
to the west this morning, having failed 
to effect a crossing by the drifts east of 
Bethulle. 

“In Cape Colony, Calvinia has been 
occupied by Conole de Lisle, who enter- 
ed February 6th, the enemy retiring to- 
ward Kenhardt. Colonel Haig is driving 
the midland commandoes northward past 
Aberdeen.” 

Battle on Tabaksberg Mountain. 

East London, Cape Colony, February 
10.—Details have been received here of 
severe fighting at Tabaksberg mountain, 
forty miles east of the railway and about 
midway between Smalideel and Bloem- 
fontein. Major Crewe, with.a composite 
column to Stalluing, southeast, sighted 
the mountain on the morning of January 
$ist. He heard heavy firing and know- 
ing that Colonel Pilcher’s column was on 
the other side of the mountain, he con- 
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cluded that this officer was in action. 
Consequently he hurried forward, only to 
meet the Boers streaming down and evi- 
dently retiring from Colonel Pilcher’s 
lyddite shells. Immediately Major Crewe 
brought three fifteen-pounders and a 
*“pompom to bear on the Boers, who 
however, were found to be so numerous 
that it was impossible to head them. Or- 
ders were given to return to camp about 
two miles from the meuntains. The col- 
umn rested until 4 in the afternoon, when 
the march was resumed southwest. 

Major Crewe was just touching the 
southern point of the mountain when a 
terrific rifle fire opened from a large force 
of Boers, who were in ambuscade on the 
mountain. The fight soon became gen- 
eral. The Boers outnumbered the British 
five to one and were attacking them on 
both flanks and the rear. The British 
‘nompom” jammed and became useless. 
Major Crewe grasped the situation and 
by a brilliant move got the convoy into 
a safe position. 

Between 7 and 8 in the evening the 
Boers charged the position and turned 
both flanks. The British ammunition 
became exhausted and Major Crewe was 
obliged to retire and abandon the ‘‘pom- 
pom” after the advance party had en- 
deavored to save it and had sustained 
severe losses. 

A rear guard action was fought by Ma- 
jor Crewe into the camp, where the wag- 
ons had been laagered. He personally 
superintended the retirement, the Boers 
harassing him throughout. Entrench- 
ments were thrown up during the night. 

When morning came (Major Crewe start- 
ed to join General Knox, twelve miles 
southwest. The Boers immediately re- 
attacked him, compelling him to fight a 
second rear guard action for a few miles. 
General Dewet personally commanded 
the Boers, estimated at 2,000. Major 
Crewe’s force was only 700. Eventually 
the British officer joined General Knox 
and returned to Bloemfontein. Lord 
Kitchener has highly complimented Major 
Crewe upon the achievement. 

Milner Reviews Troops. 


Cape Town, February 10.—Yesterday Sir 
Alfred Milner reviewed 7,000 men of the 
new volunteer force and made a spirited 
address to the officers. He expressed his 
gratification at the loyal response the 
colony had made to the calJ, emphasizing 
the great value of mounted men and 
complimented the officers and all con- 
cerned upon the “excellent work already 
done in stemming the Boer invasion.” 

“Tt has been said that the enemy 
would never come to Cape Town, but any- 
one who in the face of the events of the 
last few months will say a thing is im- 
possible, because it seems improbable, 1s 
too silly to be argued with, I am aware 
that T risk being called an alarmist, but 


it is better to be called an alarmist than | 


to run any risk. 

“There was a time when it was re- 
garded as impossible for the Boers to 
penetrate the extreme west and south of 


Cape Colony, but they have reached one 
and are within a few miles of the other. 
Therefore it is necessary to take every 
precaution. Most men prefer to be called 
alarmists and to safeguard their property. 
That is better than to be called a fine 
plucky fellow and to lose your property.” 


SECOND MEETING IN MANILA. 


Protestant Ministers Speak to a 
Large Crowd. 

Manila, Februay 10.—The attendance at 
the second evangelical meeting in the 
Tondo ward of Manila today was some- 
what larger than the one held a week 
ago. There were not many Catholics 
present, and Senor Buencamino said the 
priests had directed them. not to attend. 

An affirmative expression was taken 
of the views of the meeting on the desir- 
abijity of establishing an evangelical 
church, and Senor Beuncamino has given 
the Rev. James B. Rodgers, missionary 
of the Presbyterian board of missions, 
charge of the effort. He is disposed to 
leave the federal party in order to prove 
that he is not mixing political with relig- 
ious reforms. . 

The Methodist missionaries were not 
present af the meeting, having gone to 
attend the Methodist conference at Sin- 
gapore. 


STUDENTS STONE POLICEMEN. 


Twenty-six Arrests Made on Ac- 
count of Madrid Riot. 
Madrid, February 11.—Last evening at 
the close of a meeting of the students’ 
union on the occasion of a lecture dealing 
with the anti-clerical play ‘‘Electra,’’ the 
students demonstrated and stoned the 
police. Four policemen, including two 
lieutenants and three students, were bad- 
ly injured. A number of others were 
slightly hurt, but were able to go to 
their homes. Twenty-six arrests were 
made and several of the persons in cus- 
tody will be courtmartialed. It was 2 
o’clock this morning before quiet was re- 
stored and mounted gendarmes patrolled 
the streets all night. Similar demonstra- 
tions occurred this evening on Alcala 

street. 

At Valladolid yesterday at the close 
of the lectures the university students 
demonstrated against clerical establish-+ 
ments, stoning the convents and monas- 
teries. It was necessary for the gen- 
darmes to charge them and a municipal 
guardsman was wounded. Thereupon the 
students marched to Jesuit college shout- 
ing “long live liberty,’ and “down wh 
the Jesuits.’’ 

They shattered the windows with stones 
and did not disperse until the rector of 
the university personally appealed to them 
to be prudent and granted them holi- 
days. 

Today in Valladolid the Franciscans 
who appeared in the streets were stoned 
and compelled to take refuge in the town 


b hall. 


At the conclusion of the bull fight there 
the gendarmes charged the crowd which 
had stoned the windows of the tradesmen 
for refusing to close their shops. 

At Barcelona yesterday a group of stu- 
dents demonstrated in the seminary, 
shouting ‘‘long live liberty,’’ and ‘“‘down 
with clericalism.’’ They were dispersed 
by the police. 


PARIS TAILORS ARE ON STRIKE 


They Demand Fixed Wages Instead 
of Piece Work, 

Paris,: February 10.—The strike in the 
Paris dressmaking trade has assumed 
formidable proportions. The. first to 
strike were the journeymen tailors em- 
ployed by a few firms mainly engaged in 
putting out tailor made costumes. These,

| chiefly foreigners, complained against the 


arbitrary distribution of piece work by 
the cutters and demanded fixed wages. 
Thus far about sixteen firms are in- 


| volved, including such well known houses 


as Worth, Redfern, Paquin, Doucet, La- 
Ferrier, d’Oeuillet and Raudnitz. 

This afternoon the strikers held a meet- 
ing at the labor exchange, where it ap- 
peared that some 4,000 tailors _havejoined 
the movement. Numerous seamstresses, 
whom the tailors are urging to strike en- 
masse in order to prevent the employers 
from setting them to do the work of the 
men, were present... The speakers, among 
them Louise Michel, urged the men 
to hold out, on the ground that the busy 
spring-season was about to begin and the 
employers would be compelled to yield. 
One orator, in the course of a violent 
speech, suggested burning the workshops 
of recalcitrant firmns with petroleum, but 
this proposal met with a cold reception. 

The meeting finally decided to demand 
an eight hour day and six francs for 
women, The employers were given until 
tomorrow to reply. If they do not yield 
a general strike will be declared. 


INSURGENTS ARE VERY ACTIVE 


They Battle with the Government 
Troops Near Panama. 
Kingston, Jamaica, February 10.—Ad- 
vices received today by the British 
steamer Trent, Captain Parmer, from 
Colon, Colombia, show thag there is a 
continuance of insurgent gétivity in 
many quarters. Last week there was se- 
vere fighting between. the government 
troops and the rebels near Panama, and 
the latter were then pressing toward 
Panama and Colon, in spite of the gov- 

ernment re-enforcements. 

According: to the same authority there 
is a serious deadlock in Colombian trade 
and business interests are sustaining con- 
siderable losses, while the people are ‘‘dis- 
gusted at the inability of the government 
to end the rebellion.’ 

The government, meanwhile, is ‘‘selz- 
ing property and doing everything to 
raise money in order to prevent a col- 
lapse.,”’ 

The British second-class cruiser Phaec- 
ton and the British armed sloop Buzzard 
are at Paname protecting British inter- 
ests. 


POSTED ON THE PALACE GATES. 


Notice That Caused a Sensation 
When Queen Died. 

London, Februay 11.—The Daily Mail 
makes the following statement: 

“A notice declaring Edward VII a 
usurper and Mary IV the rightful queen 
was posted on the gates on St. James 
palace and at the Guild hall on the night 
Queen Victoria died. It was not signed, 
but it is known to have been the handi- 
work of a member of the Jacobite League. 
Probably no action will be taken, but the 
incident explains why the legitimists 
were not allowed to place a wreath upon 
the statue of Charles I January 30th.

Mexico City, Mexico, February 10.—The 
federal troops in Yucatan have had an- 
other battle with rebel Indians who were 
strongly entrenched, but the Indians were 
unable to withstand the charge made on 
their position and fled in all directions.

FILIPINOS INSIST 
ON INDEPENDENCE 


Prefer Death to American Sovereignty 
Over Them. 


LOPEZ REPLIES TO PAYNE 


Says His Countrymen Will Not Ac- 
cept Charity from Any Nation. 


IT IS INDEPENDENCE OR DEATH 


War Will Not Be Ended Until They 
Are a Free People—Will 
Fight to the End. 


Boston, February 10.—Robert Treat 
Paine, president of the American Peace 


}, Society, has just received a letter from 


Senor Sixto Lopez which shows the atti- 
tude of the Filipinos on the question of 
bringing the war to a close. 

The letter follows: 


“The Arlington, Washington, D. C., Jan- 
uary 29, 1901.—Robert Treat Paine, Presl- 
dent of the American Peace Society, Bos- 
ton—Dear Mr. Paine: I have to thank you 
for your most interesting and sympathet- 
ic letter, which reached me via Chicago 
and Philadelphia, and I now hasten to 
reply. 

“I fear that you have misunderstood my 
statement of the térms upon which the 
Filipinos would be prepared to end this 
most deplorable war. The Filipinos will 
never accept American sovereignty in the 
sense in which that word is gtnerally un- 
derstood. Whefher they would accept 
suzerainty would also dépend upon the 
definition of the word and the powers 
which it implied. But let me now briefly 
state what I intended to convey to you on 
January Ist, , 

“The administration fs demanding cer- 
tain rights in the Philippines. These are, 
so far as I can discover: 

“1. The right and the means to fulfill 
certain (unspecified) obligations to other 
nations. 

“2. The right and the means to protect 
life and property—foreign and native. 

“3. A basis of trade and military opera- 
tions for the far east. 

‘*4. Coaling stations, 

‘5. The right.or the desire to raise us— 
by a process called ‘benevolent assimila- 
tion’—cut of a condition of savagery 
which does not exist in our country. 

‘In order to obtain these rights the ad- 
ministration demands that olur people 
shall surrender unconditionall¥, and sub- 
mit to American sovereignty. 

“The Filipinos, on the other hand, de- 
mand one ‘unalienable right,’ namely, in- 
dependence; or the right to ‘institute’ a 
government ‘deriving its just powers from 
the consent,’ not of»any foreign nation, 
but ‘of the governed.’ It !s only by the 
exercise of this right that the Filipinos 
will be able to secure equitable laws, 
ensure just administration, and prevent 
the exploitation of their country and its 
resources. 

“But while firm in this demand, the 
Filipinos afe prepared to yield to the 
United States everything included or im- 
plied in the above list from 1 to 4 inclu- 
sive. In addition to this, they are pre- 
pared to repay, in whole or in part, the 
$20,000,000 paid to Spain, if the demand be 
made by the United States. 

‘‘As to paragraph 5, the Filipinos do not 


want and will not accept anything in the 
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is most easily avoided by proper care in dress, and 
the first essential is proper underwear. 
are not well equipped with good-health-preserving 
garments, you had better not delay in purchasing 
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form of benevoience or charity from any 
nation in the world. But if any Ameri- 
can citizen or citizens desire to embark 
in missionary enterprise, and if they real- 
ly think that there are those in the Phil- 
ippines who need special enlightenment, 
they would be at liberty to spend their 
missionary zeal without let or hindrance. 
The Filipinos would only reserve the right 
to recommend thattsuch missionary zeal 
be expended on Spain, or Turkey, or Rus- 
sia, or the east end of London, or per- 
haps in sOme parts of America, where ed- 
ucation and enlightenment are more urg- 
ently needed than in the Phillippines. 

“It will therefore be seen that every 
demand that the adminfstration ts mak- 
ing, with the exception of tt denied to 
George IIT, will be granted by the Filipi- 
nos. 

“Now, therefore. if the administration 
will say to the Filipinos: We will not 
deny you the one right which you claim 
and which we enjoy. We will grant you 
your independenee, but we reserve the 
right to take such steps as are necessary 
to enable us to fulfill our obligations and 
conserve our rights—the Filipinos will lay 
down their arms at once. 

“If the acceptance of this offer entailed 
some definitely defined form of suzerainty, 
or if it necessitated joint action in foreign 
affairs, the retention of Ame €can troops, 
or the appointment of a customs com- 
missioner, the Filipinos would raise no 
objection, provided that these conditions 
were not to be made perpetual. These 
and all such questions are matters of de- 
tail, and could be included in a treaty. 

“I do not think I could more clearly de- 
fine the nature and degree of independ- 
ence demanded by the Filipinos. As to 
whether this definition would mean ‘ab- 
solute independence’ or ‘limited independ- 
ence’ is a mere matter of terminology. 
The Filipinos are interested in the fact, 
not in the name. Nevertheless, since 
words are the symbols of things, there 
should be no _ shrinking from the fact 
that the Filipinos do demand independ- 
ence as defined above. And there can be 
no hope of ending this war until that 


independence is granted to them. The 
Filipinos ardently desire peace, and they 
are prepared to sacrifice much in order 
to obtain it. But they will allow no man 
or nation, however powerful, to take from 
them their unalienable right. A powerful 
nation may take their life. But they hold 
that it is better to have death with 
honor than to bow the head at the ex- 


pense of legitimate pride and _  self-re- 
spect. This determination and sentiment 
is shared by practically the whole popu- 
lation of the archipelago, with the par- 
tial exception of centra] Mindanao and the 
Sulus. ) 

“But let there be no misapprehension. 
It must not be thought that our desire 
and our plea for peace are due to any 
inability to carry on the war. Our forces 
are in a stronger position today than they 
ever were before. They ate gaining in 
Strength and in experience every day. 
The rigors of military rule and the new 
methods of deportation bind our people 
in the deathless determination never to 
submit to a nation which indulges in 
such practices. There will be no difficul- 
ty in imitating the American patriots of 
1776, and in carrying on the war for eight 
or even eighteen years: 


For men betrayed are mighty, 
And great are the wrongfully dead.’ 


“We plead for peace, but the plea is in 
the interests of those who suffer and 
die by sword and starvation: not be- 
cause of fear. We can fight long, even 
if we have to suffer much, for we are 
fighting for hearth and home, and in a 
righteous cause. We are ready for peace; 
we hold out the olive branch. But on that 
branch is written, with the blood of brave 
men, the word Liberty. For that we are 
willing to suffer; for that we are pre- 
pared to die. But we will never submit 
to have liberty conferred upon us by the 
‘charity’ or ‘benevolence’ of any man or 
nation; it is ours by right, not by bounty. 

“With many tnanks for your kindly in- 
terest in our sorely stricken people, and

THE THIRD CITY 
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Spartanburg |s Pleased with 
Growth She Shows 


INCREASE I$ A RAPID. ONE 


With Suburban Towns Included, a 
Census Is Made Which Gives 
the Thriving City a Com- 

fortable Population. 


‘ 
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Spartanburg, 8S. C., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A recent census bulletin makes it 
plain that taking places legitimately 
claimed as suburbs, Spartanburg is at 
least the third city of the state, if not 
the second. As cities go, Spartanburg is 
well provided with suburbs, have more 
and larger outlying settlements than 
either Columbia or Greenville. 

The population of the city is 11,465—400 
less than that of Greenville. Spartan- 
burg township has a population of 23,810. 
The township is small, not extending 
over six miles from the city in any di- 
rection. Three railroads cross here and 
radiate evenly, making something like a 
wheel with six spokes. The three Clifton 
mills, six miles away in an air line, are 
touched by one railroad and one electric 
car line, and many of the immense num- 
ber of inhabitants come here constantly 
to trade, attend church, lodges, plays, 
lectures, and many come to school in 
town. Glendale, a large mill village, is 
nearer the city, and its people are in di- 
rect touch with town. Arkwright, with a 
thousand people, is just outside the city 
limits and is practically a part of the city. 
Whitney is three miles away and directly 
connected with the city. The Sexon mill, 
two miles out, will add 1,500 to the town- 
ship figures, and an increase at Clifton 
will add more. By March lth the popu- 
lation of the township will be at least 
25,000. - 

Greenville has, according to the claims 
of the people of that city, a population 
of oyer 20,000. Columbia has 23,000 people, 
with three suburban towns of small pop- 
ulation. With two or three mill towns 
near by, the whole of Columbia will have 
between 25,000 and 30,000 people. 

The rivalry between these towns makes 
the census bulletins highly interesting lit- 
erature. 

Spartanburg will soon have its first 
distinctively office building. W. 8S. Glenn 
has bought a lot on Magnolia street and 
will put up an office building four stories 
high and thoroughly modern in all re- 


spects. 
' Heinitsh will build a four-story building, 
which will be used as a secret order 


Union, the town that made the greatest | 
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ten years, will put in sewerage. George 
O. Tenney, of this city, has the contract 
for the system, which will cost alto- 
gether about $34,000. 

Thomas C. Duncan and others wild build 
an electric railway at Union, connecting 
several mill towns with the city and also 
extending to Glenn Springs, the famous 
health resort twelve miles from Spartan- 
burg. 

Ten years ago Union had about 2,000 
people and now the population is nearly 
6,000. One of the finest of cotton mills 
and the best hotel in the state are in 
Union. T. C. Duncan, president of the 
cotton mill and head of many other en- 
terprises, is a young man and is a son 
of Bishop W. W. Duncan, of this city. 

Mrs. G. A. Bunch has returned to the 
city from Clark’s Hill, where she was 
with her father. Hon. George D. Tillman, 
during his last illness. 

The streets of this city are soon to be 
paved. Bonds to the extent of $50,000 
have been voted for the work and the 
city council is now perfecting the arrange- 
ments.

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PENSION FUND WAS 
LARGELY INCREASED 


Confederate Yeteran in South Carolina 
Fared Well. 


AMOUNT HAS BEEN DOUBLED 


Legislature Shows Disposition To 
Help the Old Soldier. 


YOUNG MEMBERS ARE SANGUINE 


One Prosecutor for Every County Is 
Considered Too Much, and the 
Bill Is Defeated. 


Charleston, 8S. C., February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Cenfederate pensioners have fared 
splendidly this year with the South Caro- 
lina legislature. The sum of $200,000 has 
been appropriated for the general pension 
fund and this is double the amount given 
in former years. A bill was offered in the 
house this week to increase the appro- 
priation to $150,000, and while it was be- 
ing considered there was another amend- 
ment to make it $200,000. Representative 
‘Rucker, of Anderson, a young member, 
offered the amendment, and after brief 
debate it was carried overwhelmingly. A 
noteworthy fact in connection with this 
was the great fight made for the increase 
by young members of the legislature, 
many of whom were the sons of confed- 
erate veterans. A regular tidal wave of 
sentiment swept the assembly and the 
vote went through like a flash. This ac- 
tion is being generally commended in the 
state, as the small allowance made the 
sufferers did not provide them with suf- 
ficient means of support. 

Enough Prosecutors Now. 

The South Carolina legislature has 
killed the bill offered to have a prosge- 
cuting solicitor for every county of the 
state. The prevalence of crime was put 
forth as ah argument in support of the 
bill and it was claimed that with the 
present amount of criminal business the 
solicitor of the judicial circuit was not 
able to give it proper time and attention. 
Since the establishment of the state dis- 
pensary the work of the prosecutors has 
increased wonderfully, and in the city of 
Charleston alone hundreds of cases for 
violation of this law’are given the solic- 
{tor for prosecution. There is enough 
work here for one prosecutor, but his 
time has to be divided with other coun- 
ties. The measure was looked at as a 
capital move, but not all the members of 
the house were willing to adopt it. 

Are Watching Mrs. Naticn. 

Officials of the South Carolina dis- 
pensary were somewhat excited a few 
days ago by the, printed announcement 
that Mrs. Carrie Nation, the Kansas 
smasher, had been invited to Charleston 
ot try her hand at the dispensaries and 
blind tigers which flourish here. So far 
as the tigers were concerned dispensary 
officials would be glad to have Mrs. Na- 
tion here, but they are a bit worried as 
to state property should she decide to 
investigate liquor affairs in Charleston. 
Enthusiastic members of the temperance 


unions in Charleston decline to discyss

the invitation to Mrs. Nation, although 
the impression is left that she has been 
asked to come. It might interest her to 
know that Charleston harbors at least 
four hundred blind tigers where liquor 
is sold in open violation of the law. 
Winter Resorts Are Full. 
Winter resorts in this state are expe- 
riencing a successful run, but the busy 
season has hardly begun. At Aiken there 
is a live colony of millionaires and others 
and at Camden the quiet of the place is 
made merry by the tourists, after golf 
and polo. The majority of visitors at 
Aiken own their cottages and spend the 
time pleasantly with friends, although 
the fashionable hotels are comfortably 
filled with visitors. At Summerville, 
known as a suburb of Charleston, there 
is a large crowd. The Pine Forest inn, 
a magnificent structure, has attracted 
many visitors who formerly went to Flor- 
ida, and the season there now is at its 
height. Other hotels are flourishing and 
golf is the rage. Charleston has come in 
for a fair share of the tourist business, 
but lack of proper winter hotels has made 
the attendance here lighter than it other- 
wise would be. By next season, however, 
this city will have its fine winter palace 
open, and a new era will begin in the 
history of Charleston as a winter resort. 
The Golf Club recently organized here 
has drawn many visitors and the open- 
ing of Lent will see the close of a bril- 
liant social season in fashionable Charles- 
ton society. 
Mill Owners Are Pleased. 
Cotton mill owners ahd managers in 
South Carolina are rejoicing over the 
defeat of the child labor bill by the 
South Carolina legislature, although the 
measure will crop out again at the next 
session. In fact a commission has been 
appointed to visit the mill districts with a 
view of studying the conditions there, 
and a report will be submitted next year. 
The main fact which helped to defeat 
the bill was the petition from 6,000 mill 
operatives in the Piedmont section, who 
asked to be let alone. They showed that 
the condition of the operatives was better 
now than ever before. In other sections 
however, it is claimed that the condi- 
tions are not so encouraging, and the 
investigations will go forward in these 
sections. 
Large Cotton Acreage. 
Judging from all interior reports the 
South Carolina cotton acreage for the 
present year will be the largest in the 
history of the state. The farmers are still 
excited over the high price paid for 
th staple and in the hope that it will 
remain near the 10 cent mark they will 
continue to plant. ‘The movement of 
fertilizers has been exceedingly heavy 
and railroad facilities have been taxed to 
get the goods through. Should this year’s 
crop be good and with prices remaining 
firm the farmers will be richer than at 
any other time of their life. 
Mormon Elders Will Meet. 
Mormon elders, who have been thor- 
oughly working this state will hold a big 
celebration in Charleston Sunday after- 
noon. About thirty delegates will be here 
and the work will be reviewed. New men 
will be brought in to operate in the sand 
hill and ignorant sections and the elders 
expect to accomplish greater results in 
the gaining of converts. President Ben 
Rich, of Tennessee, will preside at the 


Charleston conference, and other digni- | 


taries of that church will attend. 
Manufacturers of “tussick,” a wild 
drink made from sugar cane and lye, 
are still at work in the Pee Dee section 
of this state. The drink is the vilest con- 
éoction known and is a sure poison for 
persons addicted to the habit. The gov- 
ernment has been endeavoring to break 


up the distilleries and great success re- 


cently crowned the efforts in this direc- 
tion. Lately, however, the band has be- 
gun operation again, and the stuff is be- 
ing manufactured as of old. A man who 
recently got hold of a jug of tussick 
drank freely, not knowing what it was, 
and in a little while he was violently 
fighting his horse. It has an effect more 
terrible than any drink known and for 
this reason the authorities are anxious 
to suppress its manufacture and sale. 
Delegation Encouraged. 

The Charleston delegation which went 
to Washington to refute the charges 
made against the health of this place has 
returned very much encouraged at its 
work. As already shown in The Consti- 
tution the people of Port Royal and 
Beaufort have been fighting the proposed 
transfer of the naval] station to Charles- 
ton, and in their efforts to defeat the 
plans of the navy department submitted 
charges that at the site selected in 
Charleston there was.too much malaria. 
This was proven to be false. During the 
hearing before the naval committee from 
the senate Mayor Smyth and Alderman 
R. G. Rhett, of Charleston, were intro- 
duced as evidence and they were properly 
marked as exhibits. Both Mayor Smyth 
and Mr. Rhett are big, healthy men and 
this stroke created much merriment, but 
had its effect. Everything has been sat- 
isfactorily arranged here for the naval 
station. The city has donated the Chi- 


cora park site at any price which the 
government might see fit to pay. The 
Lawton land, adjoining the park and 
which is needed by the government, will 
be bought at a-.good price, but a price 
not as high as was first asked by the 
Lawtons. The fact that the naval station 
will come here has had a fine effect on

Efforts are being made here to ascertain 
the amount of money invested in the Na- 
tional Mercantile Company, which has 
been closed by the sheriff. The company 
began operations here about a year ago 
and offered interest at the rate of 3 per 
cent. Agents were sent out to work the 
State, and several hundred subscribers 
in Charleston have been paying heavy 
assessments ever since they got into the 
order. There is not a book here to show 
how the affairs of the company. stood, 
and the sheriff is holding the establish- 
ment under attachments served by cred- 
itors.

The depositors bragged of 
their investment until they read here that 
the company was in the hands of the 
sheriff, and there is not much hope of 
getting back the money paid in,

The Cuban Danger. 

The greatest Cuban danger of all is 
one which a discussion of Jolitical eti- 
quette is likely to obscure, and against 
which the utmost precaution should 
be taken. 

The men most interested in, muddy- 
ing the relations between Cuba and 
the United States are those who have 
bonds to collect. These men are anx- 
ious for the hurried independence of 
Cuba in order that they may loot the 
treasury. There is no doubt that their 
money accounts for the bellicose char- 
acter of some members of the Cuban 
convention who want an immediate 
free hand bgcause of the ante-war 
pledge. 

What this means is admirably told 
by Senator Frye, ranking member of 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions, and one of the members of the 
peace commission. Says he: ‘ 

First and foremost, I place that stupen- 
dous bonded debt which Spain fastened 
upon the revenues of Cuba just before 
Spanish sovereignty was destroyed in the 
island by this country’s armed interven- 
tion. That debt, as I recollect it, was be- 
tween $600,000,000 and $700,000,000, and not 
$500,000,000 as is so generally stated by the 
newspapers. I recall distinctly the efforts 
that were made while we were negotiating 
the peace treaty at Paris to have us make 
provisions for the payment of that debt. 
This we had neither the desire nor the 
power to do. I do not hesitate to say that 
we now owe it to Cuba to get into the 
constitution by some means, a clause 
plainly, positively and unequivocally re- 
pudiating that debt, If this it not done 
Cuba will start with a burden that will 
crush her. Cuba can never pay the stu- 
pendous sum that was assessed against 
her revenues, though I feel certain that 
Spain and France, whose citizens own 
nearly all the bonds, which they pur- 
chased for the most part at very low fig- 
ures, will demand full payment just as 
soon as Cuba is declared an independent 
sovereignty. I am certain that congress 
cannot approve, reject or in any way 
amend or modify the Cuban constitution. 
The Teller resolution, in letter and spirit, 
prevents that. But I see nothing in the 
way of congress discussing the Cuban 
constitution at the proper time, and ad- 
vising the Cubans what to do with that 
instrument for their own good. 

‘We must keep faith with Cuba, but as 
preliminary to it we must see To it that 
the island does not fall into the hands 
of bond sharks. The Cubans must be 
saved from themselves.

An Excellent County. 

The grand jury of Laurens, turning 
aside from the stereotyped custom of 
visiting the county jail and descanting 
upon the state of the roads, has hit 
up6n a new and commendable idea of 
telling the people what the citizens are 
doing.

—that on the opening of the twentieth 
century there is so much evidence of en- 
terprise and progress on evgery hand. 
Buring the last decade the county of 
Laurens doubled in population, and Dub- 
lin ds more than three and a half times 
as large as in 1890, furnishing a market 
for the produce of the county unexcelled 
in Georgia. As Dublin grows and devel- 
ops, the county will grow and develop, 
farming lands will Increase in value and 
the lands now uncultivated will be set- 
tled and made -productive. In addition 
to this, a better market each year will 
be provided the farmer ag Dublin in- 
creases in size. We, therefore, recom- 
mend that the board of commissioners of 
roads and revenues in this county co- 
operate with the business leagues and 
board of trade of Dublin in everything 
looking to the advancement of the inter- 
est of Laurens county. We congratulate 
ourselves upon the spirit of good fellow- 
ship and harmony which exists between 
the people of the town and country and 
trust that it will ever continue to be so. 
In the remotest corner of the county the 
people take pride in the upbuilding of 
Dublin, because every person in Laurens 
knows that as that city increases in im- 


| portance the county will increase in im- 


portance, and every interest in the coun- 
ty will thereby be benefited.”’

TRANSPORT STRIKES A REEF. 


The Rawlins Goes ‘Aground Near 
Wreck of Merrimac. 
Santiago de Cuba, February 10.—The 
United States transport Rawlins went 
hard aground this morning on a coral 
reef near the wreck of the United States 
collier Merimac. She arrived at day- 
break, anchored in the bay and then 
started to return to Nispero cove, near 
the mouth of the harbor, where is located 
the Morro Castle wharf, intending to 
embark th® troops of the Tenth United 

States infantry for New York today. 

An incompetent pilot attempted to pass 
on the wrong side of the Merrimac and 
struck the hidden reef hard. Three pow- 
erful tugs pulled unsuccessfully all the 
afternoon in the attempt to float the big 
ship. At low tide her bow was two feet 
out of the water. Another attempt will 
be made to float her at high tide tonight. 
Probably, however, it will be necessary 
to, rig elaborate tackle before she can 
be ficated. As she Iles in a protected 
place she is in no danger, and the likeli- 
hood is that she is not injured, but all 
the present indications point to consid- 
erable delay in getting her off. 


TORTURED BY THE ROBBERS. 


How Duncan Was Forced To Give 
Up His Money. 

Mansfield, O., February 10.—Near Mce- 
Kay, a hamlet in Ashland county, about 
midnight Saturday night, six masked rob- 
bers broke into the residence of John 
Duncan, a wealthy farmer, bound and 
gagged Mr. Duncan and the four other 
members of the family, and after ran- 
sacking the house, demanded of the farm- 
er that he disclose to them where his 
money and other valuables were secreted, 
and on his refusing to do so they applied 
matches to his feet, torturing him, as 
well as the others, until the money was 
disclosed. The thieves evidently knew 
that Mr. Duncan had considerable money 
at home, as he was suspicious of banks. 


They secured $450, four watches and other , 


valuables, after which four of the rob- 
bers, leaving their victim still helpless, 
stole a team of horses and bobsled and 
made their escape. - 


PLEADED FOR EDUCATION 
OP POOR WHITES IN SOUTH 


New York, February 10.—The Armstrong 
Association of New York, which has for 
its purpose the fostering-of education in 
the south and the advancement of Hamp- 
ton institute, Hampton. Va., in particular, 
vseually holds an annual meeting just 
before Lincoln’s birthday to arouse inter- 
est in its work. This year, instead of the 
annual meeting, this evening’s services 
in the Central Presbyterian church was 
utilized, Pleas for the education of the 
ignorant whites, blacks and Indians of 
the south were made by Dr. Charles Mc- 
Ivor, president of the North Carolina 
state normal school; Booker T. Washing- 
ton, president of the Tuskegee institute; 
Rev. Lyman Ward, president of the in- 
dustrial school for whites, at Camp Hill, 
and H. B. Frissell, the principal of Hamp- 
ton institute. Daniel C. Gilman, presi- 
dent of the Johns Hopkirs university, of 
Baltimore, presided. 

A feature of the service was the singing 
by forty students, including whites, 
blacks and Indians, of both sexes, of the 
Hampton institute. 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Ward, the first 
Steaker, referring to Lincoln, remarked 
that he was sure that there was no one 
in the south but feels that the best friend 
he had was sjain by a misguided and 
faratical man. He said it would be diffi- 
cvlt to find in the south today any one 
who believed that there was any real 
rrofit in the slave traffic. Dr. Ward paid 
a high compliment to the southern men, 
saying that the more he saw of them the 
more he was convinced of their rectitude, 
integrity and manhood. While he adrmit- 
ted the great need of education for ne- 
groes, he said that his purpose was ‘to 
speak of the needs of the poor whites, 
and he asked: “If industrial learning can 
be made profitable for the poor ignorant 
blacks, what may it not do for the white 
man?’ Then he pleaged at length for the 
pcor white boys and girls of the south. 

Dr. McIvor, the next speaker, said that 
the south understood the north better 
than the north understood the south, and 
the reason was that a large per cent of 
the north’s population was condensed in 
cities, while in the south the population 
Was scattered over great rural districts. 
For this reason a short visit to the north 
— much, but one to the south very 
little. 

“But we are getting out of the woods 
in the south,’’ exclaimed Dr. Mclvor. 
“Why, recently we had a strike in my 
town. The reason- we have not had 
strikes before is because we did not have 
any capital to strike against. I am glad, 
in a way, to see the strike. It means in- 
dustrial development.’’ 

He thought highly of the negroes and 
approved of their being educated, but he 
said their women had been better cared 
for than the white women in the matter 
of education. He spoke of the difficulty 
his sister had in obtaining the education 
she wanted and the ease with which ne- 
gro servants gained theirs. A school or 
college for negro women was established, 
he said, ten years before one for white 
women. For this state of affairs, he 
said, the preachers, politicians and state 
and federal governments were to blame. 

Booker Washington said he would not 
refer to Lincoln ‘‘as the emancipator of 
my race, for,” he ad®ed, “I believe he 
was the emancipator of both the white 
and black races.”” In the discussion of 
the negro problem he asked that racial 
prejudice be set aside. He declared that 
southern slavery wrought almost as muclr 
injury to the white man as to the black 
man. As long as the southern negro was 
kept in ignorance on a dozen pretexts, 
the white man would be dragged down 
also. 

The work of the graduates of the vari- 
ous schools for the education of blacks 
was of a two-fold nature, he said, that 
of-uplifting the black race and that of 
converting the southern white man to the 
belief that education of the negroes was 
desirable. This last he declared was 
gradually and surely being accomplished, 
We must expect, he said, that the negro 
will believe that liberty means Hcense for 
the first generation, but it is not the edu- 
cated class of men and women that com- 
mit crimes in the south, but the unedu- 
cated class. He pleaded that the colored 
race be not judged by its worst exam- 
ples, but by its best. 

“What opinion would the world have of 
New York,’’ he asked, “if it was judged 
by its worst men?” He quoted figures 
to show the extent to which negroes are 
acquiring property in the south, and 
added: “‘Yet some people say the negro 
is going back to heathenism.”’ He in- 
sisted that as the negro acquires prop- 
erty, character and possessions, he will 
be respected by the whites. 

“If you want to help negroes to be re- 
spected in their own communities,” he 
declared, “‘help to teach them to be use- 
ful. citizens.’’ He had never been dis- 
couraged, he said, for he trusted in God 
and knew that his race had come out of 
slavery American citizens; had gone into 
slavery with no language and come out 
speaking the Anglo-Saxon tongue, and 
had gone into slavery pagans and come 
out Christians. 

A wave of applause swept over the 
congregation when Booker Washington 
concl..ded, 
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BOSTON PRINTERS TO STRIKE. 


Demand That Women Shall Receive 
Equal Pay as Men. 

Boston, February  10.—Typographical 
Union No. 13, at a special meeting this 
afternoon, voted to call a strike in every 
book and job printing plant in this city 
in case the master printers refuse to sign 
the union scale at once, “the point at issue 
being whether or not women typesetters 
shall be treated as “‘journeymen composi- 
tors’’ and receive the same wages as men 
for doing the same work. 

The union claims that there should be 
no discrimination between members of the 
union &nd that the scale applies to the 
women members as well as to the men, 
while the master printers refuse to accept 
this interpretation. In ail, about 3,500 per- 
sons will be affected by the strike.

Favorite Numbers of Nations. 

That all numbers are not used with 
equal frequency by the various nations of 
the earth is clearly shown by M. Delau- 
nay, a French scientist, who has devoted 
a good deai of time to a study of this 
subject. 

‘‘A marked preference,” he says, “‘may 
be found almost everywhere for the num- 
bers 2, 3 and 5, as well as for the mul- 
tiples of these numbers. The Moham- 
medan countries, however, form an excep- 
tion to this rule, since the number 3 is 
not used in tnem. Neither in Turkey nor 
in Persia can any trace of this number 
be found, and there are very few places 
in Egypt where the people use it. The 
French and the other Latin races prefer 
the numbers 2 and 6 and rarely used the 
number 3, whereas, on the other hand, 
the English prefer 2 and 3 and the Ger- 
mans 8 and 5. 

‘“‘As for the Asiatic races, I find that 
the Indians are very partial to the num- 
ber 2 and its various multiples, while the 
Chinese, like the Latins, use 2 and 5 more 
than any other numbers. In France, Ger- 
many, Sweden, Norway, India, South 
America and the United States the num- 
ber 7 is more or less popular, but the 
countries in which it is used most fre- 
quently are Russia and the other Slavo- 
nian lands. In fine, just as a horror of 3 
is a characteristic of the Turks so a love 
of 7 is a characteristic of the Slavs. 

‘The higher numbers are rarely used, 
though they are found occasionally in 
certain countries, such as 11 in Salvador, 
17 in Mexico, 19 in Spain and 31 in the 
Philippines. I learned to my surprise that 
the inhabitatnts of Hawaii are very fond 
of the number 13, a fact which shows 
that they know nothing of the prejudice 
against the number.” 
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CRITICS TAKE THEIR LOOKS

EW YORK, February 8&—(Special 

Correspondence.)\—The genus “dra- 

matic critic’ always seemed to me 
& separate division of mankind. Any 
proper 
ought to inchide “men, women and dra- 
matic critics.” 

A recent opportunity to come into close 
contact with some of the most prominent 
specimens of the species has revealed ths 
interesting and surprising fact that, un- 
like phantom b this entertaining 
genus possesses neither horns nor claws 
nor cloven hoofs. 

A “first night” brings them out like 
birds of prey. They steal quietly into the 
theater just like ordinary harmless play- 
goers. The uninitiated would never sus- 
pect the death-dealing “roast” or the 
looked for “send-off under way in the 
brain behind the placid features of the 
innocent looking critic. 

“It is a curious fact,” sald Mr. James I. 
Ferd, the distinguished dramatic critic, 
“that everybody thinks he would make a 
tip-top critic. Most of the young journal- 
ists are secretly or openly hankering for 
the job. No one I have yet seen has any 
honest doubt of his particular ability in 
that direction. The public generally re- 
gards the job of dramatic critic as a 
cinch. A few p2ople admit that they are 
not playwrights; a certain small per- 
centage of the world’s population may 
feel that by abjuring a theatrical career 
they have not cheated the world out of a 
sight of real genius, but I have yet to see 
the man or woman who does not think 
that he could do the job of the profes- 
sioral critic much better than anybody 
else he knows. 

“AS a matter of fact, this position.is 
ore of the hardest to fill on a New York 
paper. It requires a combination of qual- 
ities difficult to find. Other positions are 
comparatively easy to fill, and frequéntly 
change hands. But when a paper gets a 
§cod dramatic critic it usually holds onto 
him, Take, for instance, Mr. Files, on 
The Sun. For twenty years he has occu- 
pied that one place, while every other 
pert on the paper has changed hands 
many times. The same is true of other 
papers. The general public little suspects 
it, but in reality the office hunts the man 
in this department of journalism. 

“An amusing instance of the ‘man’s 
hunting the office’ took place on a cer- 
tain New York paper. A fellow in the 
office had locked with longing eyes on the 
sinecure, as he regarded it, of the dra- 
matic man. His own superior abilities 
had never been given an opportunity to 
shine forth and show the people what ths 
‘real thing’ ought to be in a theatrical 
write-up. A fortuitous accident left va- 
cant one night the coveted place. The 
aspiring genius was given the assignment 
—which was, of course, to prove his debut 
on abrilliant career, which only lack of 
opportunity had heretofore obscured. 

“The young man started seriously forth 
armed with all the rules of dramatics. He 
went early and stayed iate. Not one 
word did he miss. Solemnly and though*- 
fully he studied the sityation during the 
performance, then went off to deliberate 
before hs wrote out the momentous and 
erudite report. At 3 o’clock he turned up 
at the office with a carefully and pain- 
fully composei voluminous criticism. 

“ ‘Don’t you know the paper’s been out 
for two hours?’ said the editor wither- 
ingly. 

“*Well, they, ought to have held it till 
I got here” protested the critic. ‘This 
Kind of thing ought not to be done in a 
hurry.’ 

“They paid him a week's salary and !et 
him go : 

‘This is but an Hlustration of what 
would probably happen in most such 
cases, and it shows, too, the attitude of 
the public and that of the néwspaper pro- 
fession to the position of the dramatic 
critic.”’ 

It was my pleasure this week to attend 
a “first, night” with Mr. Ford at the 
Academy of Music down on Fourteenth 
street. The usual first night audience 
was there, with a difference in element 
expected at a downtown theater com- 
pared with Broadway houses. All the 
critics were pointed out to me, and a

Except .Mr. William Winter, Mr. Beré 
is the oldest dramatio writer in New 
York. The history of the stage in Amer- 
ica for the past thirty years is an open 
record with him. No New York critic 
is as thoroughly conversant with the 
stage from every standpoint or writes 
about it in so entertaining a way, Mr. 
Ford's dramatic criticisms in The Jour- 
nal are the hope and dread of “the 
fession,” as well as the delight of the 
publife, 

There is a tradition that critics never 
take the precaution of critically wit- 
néSsing performances they write abour, 
just as book reviewers are supposed often 
to neglect the comparatively trifling task 
of reading the book discussed. 

These, however, are popular fallacies 
and do the profession injustice. I never 
knew a reviewer of books who didn’t at 
least read one chapter if he intends to 
feature the work, and a dramatic critic 
always sits through one act. 

Concealing the labor of his labor fs an 
art the old-hand critic has matured to 
perfection. The young ones take it rather 
more seriously. 

The old stager does the business quite 
leisurely, Ssauntering in at any old time 
after the curtain rise or the first or 
second act. Some, of course come early 
if the play promises much. Those on the 
morning papers are obliged to anyway. 

Alan Dale, of The Journal, usually ap- 
pears promptly, looking as inoffensive 
and mild mannered as if hig pen couldn't 
tear a show into pieces that would make 
one prefer a dynamite explosion, or indite 
sas Garae oe with which a nice 
c ed o urnin : 
eo cee ne charcoal would seem 

Mr. Dale seldom stays to the finish. 
His stuff has to be done with great dis- 
patch to go in the first morning edition. 
Like many of the other reporters, he 
often starts his story between the acts, 
and at each intermission leaves his seat 
to continue. No newspaper man in New 
York writes as fast as Mr. Dale. He 
turns out a column an hour, which 1s 
prodigious for that kind of matter. Not 
& word he writes is ever changed, and 
he makes his own headlines, too. His 
chirography is extremely small and illegi- 
ble and always falls to one special printer 
who is broken in. When a new man has 
to handle it he needs a magnifying glass. 

One of the critics pointed out to me— 
one of the best here—was leisurely enjoy- 
ing the play in company with his wife. 
I don’t know why it should seem suct 
an anomaly for a dramatic critic to 
have a wife. But it doesn’t seem to go 
with the profession.

“It isn’t that it fs a diffi 
to write a criticism of a play,” sonal 
Ford. ‘‘Many persons can do that. Some 
can do it well. But the important thing 
for a writer on a daily paper 1s to do it 
in an interesting way. Even an tIntelli- 
gent and discriminating reviewer may be 
absolutely unreadable from the public 
standpoint.”’ 

Thesé@é qualities are exactly what. Mr, 
Ford combines. Without sacrificing any 
of the highest qualifications of the most 
discriminating critic, he writes in a way 
to interest and amuse the layman. 

A play can't be reported like a fire or 
a railroad wreck. Judgment, experience. 
culture and perspicacity are necessary to 
& proper verdict. All this must be done 
without time for deliberation, while the 
fate of the play and the reputation of the 
critic depend upon the result. The dic- 
tum of the press, though not always the 
verdict of the public, is likely to be so. 
Certainly it affects the fate of the play. 
The “man behind the gun” is an unim- 
portant person compared with the man 
behind the pencil on the occasion of 4 
new play. Their presence, with the un- 
certain issue of the power they wield, 
adds to the indescribable attractiveness 
of a New York ‘“‘first night.”’ 
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MONEY MATTERS IN BERLIN. 


German Papers Say Americans Have 
Seized the Leadership. 
Rerlin, February 10.—Not for months 
past has the Berlin boerse experiencod 
such excellent conditions as obtained last 
week. The upward movement in domestic 
government funds gained considertble 
momentum, particularly Saxon threes, 
which rose during the week 110 pfennigs; 
impertals, which rose 130; Prussians, 
which rose 120, and treasury fours, which 
rose 70 pfennigs. All other German funds 

were in strong demand. 

Foreign buying was the feature of the 
week, the market showing a growing in- 
terest for foreign rentes, particularly 
Argentines. In foreign railroad shares 
the chief advance was in Transvaals, 
which rose 2% pfennigs. The market for 
American railway shares was firm, but 
more qulet. 

Even coal and iron shares, in spite of 
the unfavorable market report, were 


firm. 

The general firmness of the market is 
variously explained. The Vossische 
Zeitung sees the chief cause in the two 
great finance operations involving the 
Union Pacific railroad and the steel com- 
bination. “‘America,” it says, “has grad- 
ually seized the leadership of the world’s 
financial affairs and Burope has grown 
accustomed to receiving its chief impulses 
from the business movement beyond the 
Atlantic.” 

The Berliner Tageblatt sees in the steel 
combination “a sharpening of American 
competition with German industry, which 
cannot be overestimated.”’ ‘ 

London exchange being so near the gold 
point, the market fears gold export. Lon- 
don exchange is, in fact, demanded upon 
American account. The demand for 
morey remains slight, the private rate of 
discount being 3 per cent, and on call 2%. 

The Differdingen-Dannenbaum Coal and 
Iron Company will offer 10,000,000 francs 
of 6 per cent obligations next Tuesday, 
the subscription price being 96.80. 

Prussia’s coal production last year was 
101,980,000 tons, or an increase of 7,200,000 
tons over the production of 1899. 

The chambers of commerce and the 
manufacturers’ societies of the Rhine 
country had adopted a resolution in favor 
of higher protection against foreign hard- 
ware, especially American. The resolu- 
tion emphasizes the fact that American 
pig iron is 8 per cent cheaper than Ger- 
man.

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LONDON FINANCIAL MARKET. 


Prices of Stocks During the Week 
Were Firm—Large Business. 
London, February 10.—On the whole, the 
business of the stock exchange last week 
was fairly extensive. Prices were firm, 
with substantial improvement in some 
cases. There appears to be a good. 
amount of capital seeking investment .n 
non-speculative securities. The monetary 

situation also continues to improve. ~ 

The reduction in the Bank of England 
rate was intended possibly to help the 
new issue of 3 per cent exchequer bonds, 
£11,000,000, which will be bid for tomor- 
row; but at the same time the meas re 
was necessary on other grounds. It did 
not, however, have the effect of harden- 
ing consols, which again went lower. 
Some classes of railway securities were 
also weak. 

Americans still continue to lead the 
market, and show the advance for the 
week ranging from £2 to £8. In this the 
leading interests were Wabash and Rio 
Grande and Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe. In spite of Berlin and Londen realiz- 
ations, almost the American section 
clesed firm. Wabash is bearing from 24 
to 5 points higher. Denver and Grande 
preferred 2%; Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe, %; Denver and Rio Grande, 4%; Erie 
first preferred, %; Louisville and Nash- 
ville, %, and New York Central and Hud- 
son River, %.

SAYS HE 1S OUT OF 
POLITICS FOR 6000 


‘@former Republican Boss in Georgia 
'- Talks Interestingly of His Mis- 
sion—His Interview Will 
Set Many Politicians 
at Rest. 
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plenipotentiary and envor extraordi- 

nary to Japan, has returned to Atlan- 
ta for a brief vacation after an absence 
of about three and one-half years. The 
minister. and his wife reached Atlanta 
late Saturday night and registered at 
the Aragon. On the hotel register Colonel 
Buck gave his residence as “city.” He 
will remain tn Atlanfa for two~or three 
days attending to some private business 
before proceeding to Washingfon and re- 
porting to the state department. He ex- 
pects to sail frém San Francisco fo re- 
sume his post in Japan about May ist. 
This is Colonel Buck's first visit to his 
o.d home since his departure for his post 
in the orient in May, 1897. 

Previous to his appointment as minis- 
ter to Japan and his departure 
from Atlanfa, Colonel Buck was 
regarded as a political dictator 
whose sway was absolute in so far 
as the republican party in Georgia was 
concerned. Therefore, when the news 
was made public that the colonel would 
return to Atlanta fof a two or three 
months’ stay there was some figuring 
‘among local republicans, and throughout 
‘the state as to what would happen. Men 
who fancied that their personal fortunes 
woud be affected one way or another 
were on the anxious bench. 

All these may take courage, for Colonel 
Buck told a Constitutiofi reporter yester- 
day that he was out of politics for good 
and all. He emphasized the statement 
‘by reiterating it, afid spoke as though he 
meant what he sald. 

Life in Japan has evidently agreed with 
the minister. He appeared in excellent 
health and looks no older than when he 
left here. 

Minister Buck Talks. 

He was asked yesterday about his plans 
and particularly about his participation 
in the councils of the republican party 
in this state. He said: 

“fT am nut going to hold any conferences 
with the republican leaders in Georgia. I 
am out of politics. I may see some of 
the leading republicans who are my per- 
sonal friends, but I am not going to talk 
politics with them. I do not intend again 
te take an active interest, in politics in 
the state. I am not in politics any more.” 

Colonel Buck was reminded of the fact 
that Richard Creker had made practically 
the same statement when he neturned from 

- England to take charge of the last munic- 
ipal campaign in New Yor¥ arid was told 
that his statement would probably be 
taken with certain allowances. 

Colonel Buck laughed heartily and said: 

“No, I make the statemént without men- 
tal reservation. Since I have been in 
Japan I have not made any recommenda- 
tions asking that political appointments 
be made and I do not intend to do so 
now. I am oiit of politics." 

Touching affairs in the orient and his 
residence there, Colonel Buck said: 

“tT am in ho position to say what the

The Japanese 
are above all ‘things a polite people, and 
they are particularly friendly toward 
Americans. They profess a strong friend- 


ship for America and for all our coun- 
trymen. There are but few Americans in 
a Tokio, but In Yokohama there is a colony 
3 | of perhaps 00 or 400 foreigners, of whom 
@ good number are from the United States. 
“Since my appointmenf, abouf three and 
one-half years ago. exports from this 
country to Japan have increased enor- 
mous!y. This is particularly true of cot- 
ton, raw cotton, I mean, The €Xports of 
,cotton goods have not been so large. 
This is principally due to the fact that 
‘the Japnese are establishing cotton mills

DEATH OF CAPT. J. H. M’COY. 


Was a “Forty-Niner,” and of Late 
Years Prominently Identified 
with Mining ih Georgia. 
Captain J. H. McCoy, well known to 
those interested in gold mining in Georgia, 
died from a stroke of paralysis at Hotel 
Alhambra at 4:38 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, aged seventy years. The funeral 
will ocur from the undertaking parlors of 
Barclay & Brandon Tuesday. The ar- 

rangements will be announced later. 
Captain McCoy came to Atlanta some 
ten years ago from the west, where he 
had spent his life as a miner. He was 
one of the argonauts of the days of old, 
the days of gold, the days of forty-nine, 
“and rounded the Horn” when the Cali- 
fornia fever was at its height. In the 
mining camps of the western coast, the 
Rockies, and later in the lead excitement 
around Joplin, Mo., Captain McCoy was a 
prominent figure. He bore an honorable 
part always and was noted for his ster- 
ling qualities, public spirit and sound 
sense.’ He was the first mayor of Joplin. 
He made money and gave much of it 
away in unostentatious deeds of charity. 
He is known to have educated a number 
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of poor girls whom he lived to see well 
married. He was the soul of generosity 
and possessed a heart of gold. 

When silver was at its lowest depres- 
sion in the early nineties Captain McCoy 
abandoned mining in Colorado and de- 
termined to prosecute gold mining in 
Georgia. He did much for that industry 
in this state and was largely instrumental 
in establishing the gold smelter near At- 
lanta. He has prospected over the whole 
of north Georgia and his judgment was 
much sought as to the value of mining 
properties in this state. He made many 
friendships and many will sincerely mourn 
his death. 

Captain McCoy was a confederate sol- 
dier. He had no relatives here, and none 
are known save a brother residing at 
Ludlow, Ky. He was a widower.

FEDERAL COURT 
AAS INTERVENED 


Chub Wall's Case Goes to 
the United States Court 


WAS A MOONSHINE SPOTTER 


It Is Claimed That He Cannot 
Get Justice at the Hands of the 
Rabun County Authorities 
the Courts for 

That Reason. 


in 


It is not often that the United States 
interferes with the process of a state 
court in a criminal proceeding, and its 
power to do sols very limited. Such an 
instance is presented in a case acted 
upon by Judge Newman, of the United 
States court, Saturday. Chub Wall, who 
killed Christopher O’Byrne in Rabun 
county and was sentenced \to hang for 
the crime by the superior court of that 
county, has had his case taken out of 
the hands of the local tribunal and will 
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be again tried for his life in the federal 
ecurt at Atlanta. The reason for this, 
at first blush, remarkable procedure, is 
that Wall was an informer or “still spot- 
ter’’ for the revente officers working in 
that moonshiner hotbed in the northeast 
corner of Georgia, and it is alleged he 
killed O’Byrne while in the discharge of 
his dangerous duties, while the latter 
was rushing upon him witb an open knife. 
O’Byrne, it is now claimed, was a moon- 
shiner, and it was near an illicit still that 
the tragedy occurred. In his petition for 
a transfer of his case to the federal 
court it shown that the prejudice 
against revenue officers and their helpers 
is so intense in Rabun county that it re- 
sulted in the jury finding him guilty of 
murder in the’ first degree. The fact that 
Wall was.thus employed, and that he was 
seemingly made the victim of such preju- 
dice, is the reason for Judge Newman's 
action. 

Chub Wall is searcely more than a boy. 
He was never out of Rabun county in his 
life and knows the natives like a book. 
For a year or more before he _ shot 
O’Byrne he piloted the hated ‘‘revenues”’ 
to many a cunningly hidden still and 
Deputy Collector R. 8. Henderson, under 
whom he worked, found him invaluable 
as an assistant. He did his ‘‘informing”’ 
secretly, as his life would not have been 
worth anything had the outlawed class 


with whom he freely mingled known 
what he was up to. O'Byrne, an Irish- 
man with a record as a fighter, had, it is 
claimed, somehow discovered the _ true 
character of the spy a short time before 
their fatal meeting took place. 

On May 27, 1900, according to the peti- 
tion, Chub Wall went to Tom Page’s 
place in a tough backwoods neighborhood, 
suspecting that a still was being operated 
near the house by Page and O’Byrne. 
He made certain that this was the case 
and after having located the still was on 
the point of leaving Page’s house when 
O’ Byrne came in from the still and began 
to curse Wall, charging him with belong- 
ing to ‘‘the revenue’”’ and playing the Ju- 
das with his neighbors. It is charged he 
whipped out a big knife and made for 
Wall, but the latter quickly drew a re- 
volver and shot O’Byrne dead in his 
tracks. Wall escaped from the place 
and that night the officers raided the 
etill, while O’Byrne’s dead body was ly- 
ing in the cabin, and cut it up. 

A singular coincidence was related by a 
witness at Wall’s trial in the superior 
court of Rabun county. This witness 
swore that on the morning of the day 
O'Byrne was killed, before Wali had 
gone to Page’s house, he had met Wall 
on the road and the latter had jokingly 
told him that he had killed Charles 
O’Byrne. It was several hours later that 
the killing occurred. The prvusecution 
used this to endeavor to prove that mur- 
der was premeditated. Page swore that 
O’Byrne was climbing up a ladder tead- 
ing to a sleeping loft when Wall shot 
him. The nature of the wound clearly 
disproved this, but all the people of the 
neighborhood came forward and swore 
against the boy. After he had been sen- 
tenced to hang, Marion H. James, a 
member of the jury that convicted him, 
is alleged to have publicly declared that 
he would not have been convicted had he 
not been connected with the revenue.

An appeal was taken to the state su- 


preme court, wiiich reversed the decision 
of the lower court and granted a new 
trial, which is still pending. Believing 
that he cannot get an impartial trial in 
the superior court of Rabun county, and 
for the reasons heretofore stated, which, 
together with the facts connected with 


the homicide, are fully set forth in his. 


petition, Wall asked for the removal of 
his case to the United States court.

The pastor spoke on “The Church of 
the Twentieth Century,” and advised 
Christians to take greater Interest in pub- 
lic affairs.

Touching on the Kansas situation the pas- 
tor said: 

“‘My position on the saloon is known. If 
the executors of the law were to blame, 
as seems to be the case in Kansas, I 
would turn every rascal down from gov- 
ernor to constable. This is the fight to be 
made; a fight first for law and then its 
enforcement. And this is the fight of 
Christian citizenship. When it comes, 
however, to such mob violence as is prac- 
ticed by Mrs. Carrie Nation and her 
hatchet army of female sfaters and she- 
male brothers, I must be excused. This 
woman ought to be in jail, or better, an 
asylum. She is either crazy or an an- 
archist. Her crusade is as fine a weapon 
as the devil wants to win in his fight of 
rum. If she should come to Atlanta,.as 
there has been some talk of her doing. I 
would be one of the first to call for her 
permanent imprisonment. The qhicker 
we are rid of her and her sort the better 
for womankind and the better for the 
cause of temperance. Down with mobs; 
enforce the law. 

“If I found that the failure to execute 
the law was with the legal officials, I 
would turn every rascal out from gov- 
ernor to town constable. Unless they can 
do their duty they should turn their po- 
sitions over to men who will. 

Church Must Be Aggressor. 

“The church must be more aggressive 
in its fight. Hitherto its conservatism 
has been the joke of the world.

“Indian character is a strange study,” 
said the gentleman. “and before I had 
become something of a student of it I 
was full of the conventiqnal notions about 
the lofty sense of honor and the noble 
gratitude of Poor Lo when treated right 
and befriended by the pale face. They 
say an Indian never forgets, you know. 

“In the Carlisle team there.was a fine 
specimen of the aboriginal American—six 
feet, straight as an arrow, eagle-eyed, 
deer-footed, and all that—and ‘the could 
play any kind of ball better than any 
white man I ever saw. His Indian name 
was Red Coyote, but we called him John 
Sac. He belonged to the Sac and Fox 
tribe, whose reservation is in eastern Ok- 
lahoma. This young Indian and I be- 
came fast friends. We have’slept to- 
gether many a time and been comrades 
in’ the warmest sense. He was @ bright 
fellow in his books, and when he left 
Carlisle was not only educated, but strict- 
ly up to date in his knowledge of the 
world. He.was a good-deal ef a dude 
im the matter of'dress. When we parted 
fn Pittsburg, Pa., he told me if I ever 

féent west to be sure to visit the reserva- 
tion, where He intended to teach. He was 
énthusiastic about helping hia people to 
lettin the white man’s ‘ways and’ sald 
he expected ‘to own a fine farm when 
his tribe’s lands were allotted.

| brought my gun along, intending to run 
down to John’s reservation and: have a 
jolly time hunting. I left the train at 
Guthrie, Okla., expecting to go by stage 
across to the reservation. A band of In- 
dians were in the town trading, and be- 
ing a tenderfoot, I went to where they 
were camped to see the sights. Being 
told they were Sacs and Foxes, my in- 
terest was increased. I thought I might 
possibly see my Carlisle friend, or could 
make inquiries about him. 

“I found a crowd of curious whites sur- 
rounding the camp. A group of ten ar a 
dozen bucks sat their shaggy little ponies 
stoically, replying with grunt, gesture 
and sign to the interrogations of some 
white horse traders. A dirty, greasy. 
God-forsaken lot they were, as wretched 
looking and beastlike as the ponies they 
offered for sale. And what do you think? 
I saw my Carlisle friend. I recognized 
him at a distance, and he recognized me. 
But what a change. He was there with 
his gepraved and barbarous relatives, 
himself as hard looking as the worst of 
them. A gaudy blanket hung from his 
shoulders, brass rings from his ears, and 
an eagle feather and leather string from 
his braided scalp lock: blue and yellow 
lines were painted upon his cheeks and 
forehead, fringed buckskins covered his 
legs and beaded moccasins adorned his 
feet. When I extended my hand with 
words of friendly greeting this educated 
young savage mechanically took the tips 
of my fingers, grinned as he would have 
grinned at any one else, grunted, said a 
few gutteral words in his native tongue, 
and that was all. 

“He did not give me a look that indi- 
eated we had ev met before, and re- 
fused to utter anf/Mnglish word. A filthy, 
wrinkled squaw of huge circumference, 
presumably his mother, eyed me suspi- 
ciously and vingictively, waddled up to 
him, spoke a few angry words in his ear, 
and he followed her a few rods to a 
campfire on the river bank, while a 
eyed, pock-marked Minnehaha/maybe 
my old friend’s wife—gave me 
laugh, and the bucks chuckled 
ed at my expense. It is needless to say 
that I did not go over to the reservation, 
but returned to the states a satider and 
wiser man. 

“At the hotel I told my experience to 
a westerner who knew Indians, and’ he 
said it was an old story. The Indian stu- 
dents return to their reservations from 
the training schools at Carlisle and 
Hampden with the best of intentions, but 
once among the tribe again, they have 
to be Indians.

WE HAS A BROTHER IN ATLANTA 


Proprietress of Boarding House 
Makes Inquiries of Boy’s Parents 
To Find Her Former Guest. -

Mystery seems to shroud the where- 
abouts of J. Monroe York, of Dalton, who 
Saw service in the Philippines, was hon- 
erably discharged, arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on his way home and has not been 
heard from since. 

The young man’s parents are very much 
exercised over his disappearance and 
there ts a young girl in north Georgia 
who is exceedingly anxious to hear from 
him, 

Three years ago J. Monroe York, son 
of Andrew Jackson York, of Dalton, and 
a brother of Lee York, a machinist em- 
ployed at the Southern shops, enlisted in 
the Third artillery and went to the Phil- 
ippines. He joined the army at San 
Francisco. 

In April, 1899, he wrote his father say- 
ing his enlistment expired in June and he 
would come home immediately. 

Shortly after this he wrote his sweet- 
heart in Dalton saying that he intended 
to remain in Manila after his discharge 
from the army and invest his savings in 
a saloon. He saved nearly all of his sal- 
ary and it is thought had a few hundred 
dollars. 

The letter which he wrote his father 
was published in The Constitution soon 
after its arrival in Dalton. He has not 
since been heard from. 

As he was a boy who had good habits 
his parents became alarmed and wrote 
the chief of police of San Francisco to 
ascertain the whereabouts of their son. 

A detective was detailed on the case who 
interviewed the commandant of the bar- 
racks near San Francisco, There the de- 
tective was informed that York had been 
seen cn the street by the military officer 
of the barracks only a few days before. 

About the same time a letter was re- 
ceived by Andrew Jackson York, of Dal- 
ton, signed “Mrs. Cheek,” and asking as 
to the whereabouts of young York. ‘The 
Cheek letter said that J. Monroe York 
had been living at her house and she had 
lost all trace of him. When he left the 
Cheek boarding house he said: “Do not 
look me up until I see you.”

Jeffries and Ruhlin Will Keep Up 
Their Exercise Until Thursday. 
Anxiety Among the Sports 
Over the Decision of 
Judge Hollister. 


Cincinnati, O., February 4—~Notwith- 
standing the proceedings in court here 
and the attitude of the governor at the 
state capital, this has teen a busy day 
with the sporting men in Cincinnati. 
All outward signs look like the eve of 
@ great coming event with them. Mana- 
ger Madden and Gus Ruhilin were kept 
buay with visitors at the country club 
early in the day. Manager Brady, Ed 
Cooke and others assisted Jeffries and 
Delaney in entertaining at their training 
quarters on Price Hill. Many more called 
than could be admitted at both places. 
Tom Sharkey and ‘‘Spider’’ Kelly are hap- 
py over their prospects, as they claim 
Sharkey is to have the next chance, no 
matter whether Jeffries or Ruhlin wins. 
Sharkey will challenge the winner, at the 
ring side. All the visiting and local sports 
are expressing their real opinions as to 
the chances of the two men here and 
these opinions generally pick Jeffries as 
the winner, although all concede that 
Ruhljin is in the better condition. Some 
say that Ruhlin has been overtrained. 
Both will go through their regular prac- 
tice Monday. They will slacken their ex- 
ercise Tuesday and still more on Wednes- 
day, doing very little on Thursday. They 
rest on Friday. As the preliminary bout 
between Childs and Martin for ten rounds 
is not to be called till 9 o’clock Friday 
evening it may be jJate when Jeffries and 
Ruhlin enter the ring for their twenty 
rounds. Meantime there is much anxiety 
over the decision of Judge Hollister and 
the action of Governor Nash. It will be 
known within a day or two whether Judge 
Hollister will grant a permanent injunc- 
tion against the contest on the ground of 
a public nuisance, but the promoters do 
not know what the governor may do or 
when he will do it. Hven after the fight 
shall begin they do not know at what mo- 
ment the state forces may interfere, as 
three regiments of militia are now said 
to be under marching orders. They will 
know, however, on,the day of the con- 
test whether the troops are here or wheth- 
er they are on the way so as to get here 
in time to stop the! coytest. While the 
mayor, with his permit, promised a force 
of police to maigtain orde. 1t is known 
that the police will not protect tne event 
to the extent of offering any resistance 
to the militia. There Jas been much talk 
about the probability of a collision be- 
tween the police and the militia, hut it is 
authoritatively announced that there is 
not the most remote danger of anythmg 
of that ‘nature. While the promoters of 
the contest peaceably and lawfully, they 
do not propose to resort to apything to 
the contrary if the contest shall not be 
held. 

Fight May Be Postponéd. 

There has been considerable talk today 
of postponing the contest. If Judge Hol- 
lister shal] allow the injunction on Tues- 
day the defendants will at once appeal 
to the circuit court and if they lose in 
that intermediate court they will carry 
the case to the supreme court, which does 
not sit unti] February 19th. If this course 
is pursued the contest may be postponed 
from one to two weeks. The promoters 
do not want to postpone the date longer 
than possible owing to other éngagements, 
after this week. The expense of the train- 
ing quarters are very heavy. Managers 
Brady and Madden already have invested 
largely for the event. Brady in taking 
Jeffries off the road and canceling en- 
gagements till February 16th is about $18,- 
000 loser, and Madden is a similar loser, 
although for a less amount. Considerable 
money has been spent on training Childs 
and Martin. The Saengerfest Athietic 
Association, which started into this en- 
terprise with a debt of $66,000, has in- 
creased it to over $80,000 in remodeling 
Saengerfest hall and other arrangements. 

Qne of the liveliest preliminary contests 
is between the promoters and the two 
telegraph companies. The former wanted 
$2,500 for the telegraph privileges of Saen- 
gerfest hall. The Western Union and the 
Postal company offered $250 each, or a 
total of $500. With $2,000 difference the 
telegraph companies have rented a build- 
ing across the street fram Saengerfest 
hall for their offices. The managers state 
that the leased wires of the Associated 
Press and the leased wires of the newspa- 
pers can be looped into, the hall and that 
they will not be affected by this contro- 
versy. It is believed the matter will be 
compromised early in the week. 

The contests of next Friday night were 
to be preceded on Sunday by an athletic 
and musical entertainment in the remodel- 
ed Saengerfest hal]. This took place this 
afternoon and it was @ great success in 
attendance and otherwise. the Turners 
and German singing societies of Cincin- 
nati, Covington, Newport and other cities 
participating. It was found that the hall 
was in excellent condition.

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NEW ARRESTS BEING MADE 
IN THE GOBEL MURDER CASE: 


Lexington, Ky., 
Correspondence.)—The state is agog with 
interest. Flying rumors are current every- 
where of new arrests and new confes- 
sions in the Goebel murder case, ali 
brought about by the arrest of Garnet 
Ripley, a captain of state militia from 
Henry county, on a warrant returned by 
the recent grand jury at Frankfort, and 
by the fact that Henry EB. Youtsey, con- 
victed for life for befhg accessory before 
the fact to the murder, has accepted his 
sentence without an appeal. 

When Youtsey accepted his sentence the 
unprejudiced at once determined that tne 
first real step toward a compiete @xpose 
of the conspiracy to kill Governor Goeben 
had been taken. The denouement of the 
whole plot will come when this member 
of-the inner circle of the conspirators tells 
his story, and it is expected that this 
story will be forthcoming as soon as the 
court of appeals has passed upon the case 
of Caleb Powers, former secretary of state 
under Taylor, which is now pending be- 
fore it. Youtsey was too cheerful] a man 
at the jail shortly after he had received 
his sentence to life imprisonment not to 
have something better and brighter be- 
fore him than the dull, dark prison life 
at Frankfort as No. 21,566. 

That Youtsey’s attorneys abandoned 
their fight at the point where they dia 
was a surprise to every republican par- 
tisan in the state, since every techni- 
cality or every legal quibble had been 
resorted to in the examining trial and in 
the trial before Circuit Judge James C. 
Cantrill at Georgetown. His attorneys at 
the time of his conviction said that they 
had expected nothing else than a life 
sentence, but declared with equal assur- 
ance that they had every expectation of 
getting a reversal of the case before the 
court of appeals dnd a new trial under 
conditions more favorable to their client. 
They claimed that his ¢onviction was 
largely due to the prejudice of the jury- 
men, who were of different political faith 
from Youtsey, at a time when political 
feeling was high. They claimed that in 
three or four months this feeling would 
die out, and that he could be given a fair 
trial when the effects of the wave of pop- 
ular indignation which followed Governor 
Goebel’s death has subsided. They ex- 
pected that the interval of time between 
his conviction and the reversal of the 
case and the time for a new trial would 
accomplish this. 

Therefore their failure to appeal fell like 
a bombshell in the republican camp. Their 
plea for not doing so is regarded as a 
very weak one. They set forth in a sign- 
ed statement their fear that their élient 
would get a death sentence were he again 
placed on trial. This is the sum and sub- 
stance of the statement. But they de- 
clare that this would be brought about 
by the subornation of perjury which had 
been practiced before and would be prac- 
ticed again, and by the further fact that 
political prejudice still prevafled, and 
that they could expect nothing from a 
democratie jury. 

Youtsey’s trial proved the most sensa- 
tional of all thea accused in the Goebel 
murder. He first drew suspicion to him- 
self by refusing to tell the detectives 
where he was at the time of the shooting 
of Governor Goebel. This was a question 
which was asked all the employees in the 
executive building at Frankfort, and 
which, in the other instances, had been 
frankly answered. On further investiga- 
tion his arrest followed, and in his exam- 
ining trial he was held over to the circuit 
court without bond. 

When his trial was first set his attor- 
neys tried to obtain a postponement. 
Their client was suffering with fever and 
was unable to go into trial was the claim. 
Judge Cantrill allowed a few days res- 
pite and then called the case. Youtsey 
appeared in court pale, but apparently 
well enough to give his attorneys all 
needed assistance. Expedient after ex- 
pedient failed to gain a postponement 
and the trial was entered upon. 

Thé court ordered night sessions ani 
one hot summer evening near the close. 
of the prosecution’s case. Arthur Goebel, 
the brother of the murdered man, took 
the stand to tell of a confession the 
man at the bar had made to him in the 
jail at Frankfort. The courtroom was 
crowded to the doors as word had besn 
passed through the little town that “Ar- 
thur Goebel would take the stand.” 
Those who gained entrance to the room 
saw a scene enacted which they will 
never forget. 

The prisoner was pale and haggard, the 
audience was hushed into a deathly 
silence when Arthur Goebel took the 
stand. The minutest details of the inter- 
view between him and Youtsey seemed 
to be branded in his brain. He told 
how the jailer had admitted him and 
Colonel T. C. Campbell, his attorney, on 
the occasion of the interview with Yout- 
sey. He even remembered the order in 
which they had entered the corridor 
leading to Youtsey’s cell and how the 
prisoner was sitting at the time. He 
never went further than the preliminaries 
of his story, for with the yell of a 
maniac Youtsey was standing on his feet 
screaming: 

“Tt’s false, every word of it. I never 
saw that man; I never had a word with 
him in my life. He is swearing my life 
away. I will not stand it.’ 

The witness sat in phlegmatic silence, 
while the faithful wife of the prisoner 
attempted to draw him into his seat. 

“Goebel is not dead. All the demons 
in hell could not kill him,” shouted 
Youtsey, pushing her aside. 

With eyes which fairly blazed through 
the tears which curtained them, she 
drew herself up to her full height and 
flung into the face of Arthur Goebel the 
words: 

“I hope you are satisfied. 
driven him insane.”’

divided the bar from the seats of the au- 
ditors;. friends and counsel attempted to 
quiet the man, and when order was at 
length obtained and screaming women 
had been composed, the case was contin- 
ued until the next day. For almost a 
week Youtsey lay in an apparent stupor 
until. the judge, convinced that he was 
shamming, ordered the trial to proceed. 

Subsequent évents have confirmed the 
judge’s opinion. When the trial had 
ended Youtsey came suddenly out of his 
stupor and his acceptance of the verdict 
serves to clinch the argument that his 
conduct was but a clever artifice to 
save himself from taking the stand ana 
being compelled on cross-examination 
to tell the whole story which would pos- 
sibly have ended in his condemnation to 
death. 

But the story of Arthur Goebel came 
out in the other days of the trial. Yout- 
sey had told him that he had obtained 
money from W. 8. Taylor to pay men to 
do the deed and that Jim Howard, ‘‘Tal- 
low Dick” Combs, Mason Hochersmith 
and others had been let into the office 
of Caleb Powers and from there the 
shot was fired. 

Should Youtsey himself now take the 
stand in case of a reversal of the Powers 
case, he should be able to throw valuable 
light on the way in which the secretary 
of state’s office was obtained as a place 
for the concealment of the assassin. It 
would also be of valueg@hould Jim How- 
ard be granted another trial by the court 
of appeals. Whether Youtsey will talk 
or not is a matter of conjecture, but the 
concensus of opinion is that he will. 

When Youtsey was taken to the peni- 
tentiary and donned the stripes for the 
first time he exhibited the same sang 
froid as was characteristic of him on 
the occasion of receiving his sentence. 
Only once during the process of having 
his hair and moustache shaved and his 
citizens’ clothes changed for the coarse 
woolen suit of a convict did he falter 
and seem to reflect in the slightest de- 
gree on the past. That was when a treas- 
ury check bearing a lHthograph picture of 
Governor Willlam Goebel was found 
among his effects which had been taken 
from his cjtizens’ clothes. It was for 
$1.50 and was for stenographic work 
which the prisoner had done for State 
Insurance Commissioner Stone. Stepping 
back from the desk from which he had 
taken the check, Youtsey raised his hand 
and said: 

“This represents the last work I did 
for the state. This paper contains the 
picture of a man. As God:-is my judge. 
IT never harmed a hair of his head. I 
want to keep this paper as long as I may 
live.”’ 

A bystander offered to cash the paper 
for its cash value, but Youtsey refused, 
saying he wished to keep it, and it was 
filed away in the clerk’s office with his 
other papers. 

When putting on the strives Youtsey 
grew facetious and in remarking on the 
color, said: 

‘“A suit like this out west would produce 
an artificial rainstorm.” 

“You will soon get used to the style,” 
was the warden’s response. 

Youtsey’s cell number is 1566 in walk A. 
It is the tier devoted to all famous crimi- 
nals in the penitentiary and near him 
are quartered George Reaves, Pleas Mc- 
Coy and others of the Reaves boys. 
These men are notorious for their con- 
nection with the mountain feuds of the 
past. 


Garnet Ripley, the Henry county man 
who was most recently arrested, was a 
captain of state militia and was on duty 
with his company around the statehouse 
during the troublous times when the con- 
test was on for governorship in the falj of 
1899 and the early weeks of 1900. Several 
rumors are afloat as to the alleged con- 
nection of Ripley with the plot to as- 
sassinate Governor Goebel. The prevail- 
ing opinion at this time is that he had 
no direct connection with the plot, but 
that the commonwealth believes he has 
information which they can get from him 
in no other way than through his arrest 
and arraignment before a court. It has 
been stated on good authority that the 
statement was made to the grand jury 
that Taylor had informed Ripley the day 
before the shooting that “Goebel has but 
one more day to live, keep your com- 
pany in readiness."’ Ripley is also quoted 
as having said on several occasions that 
rather than have Caleb Powers suffer 
he would tell all he knew. He said he 
had found out certain things after the 
shooting. Ripley is a cousin of Colonel 
W. C. P. Breckinridge, of this city. and 
he has been retained for the defense. 


The story that Governor Beckham woul, 
send an armed force to the mountains 
to take into custody all murderers and 
others accused of felonies now at large 
resisting arrest has caused a sensation 
throughout the state. John Powers, a 
brother of Caleb Powers, and also under 
indictment for alleged complicity in the 
Goebel assassination. is now reported to 
be in Indiana, and report goes further 
and says that in case the court of ap- 
peals fails to reverse ths casé against his 
brother and denies the authority of the 
pardon that Caleb Powers holds from W. 
S. Taylor, he will leave for Canada  Ber- 
ry Howard is supposed to be stil] in the 
state. 

The plan to send troops into the moun- 
tain districts for the capture of fugitive 
from justice is a daring one and one 
which would in all likelihood terminate 
in no bloodless manner, but the lesson 
would be a valuable one. The formation 
of the country with its roads running 
through deep ravines and thick 
woods on each side gives splendid oppor- 
tunity for ambuscades and for bush- 
whacking, a manner of fighting which the 
mountain desperadoes have developed 
to a science. It would be perfectly possi- 
ble to fire upon the troops and pick them 
off from positions where the sharpshoct- 
ers could never be reached. 

Men with many notches on their guns, 
in some counties as high as ten and 
twelve, are at large and sheriffs are pow. 
erless to bring them into custody or to 
serve papers on them. It is this state 
cof affairs which has influenced the pow- 
era that be to take severe measures to 
suppress the evil and place the men un- 
der arrest where they can be given their 
just deserts, 


The arrest of Garnet Ripley has set in 
motion rumors that indictments have 
been returned by the Franklin circuit 
court against a number of prominent 
Lexington men who took an active part 
in behalf of the republican party in the 
gubernatorial contest both befcre and 
after the assassination of Governor Goe- 
bel. Judge D. Gray Falconer, Captain 
Stephen G. Sharpe, Judge George Denny, 
former City Treasurer Stanley Milward 
and others have been named. The exist- 
ence of the indictment against Ripley 
was not made known until after his ar- 
fest ani the friends of the gentiemen 
named feared that a similar state of the 
case might exist with them. The rumor 
is, however, not given credence, as those 
closely’ connected with the court say 
that no other indictments except Ripley’s 
were returned by the grard jury. As an 
officer of the court would have had no 
difficulty in serving a warrant issued on 
such an indictment at any time since the 
adjournment of the grand jury, another 
reason against the return of such indict- 
ments is adduced.

SQUADRON IS AT PENSACOLA. 


It Is on a Cruise of Gulf for Three 

; Weeks.

Barnett Taylor, D.D., of Atlanta, Ga.

Text: “To be spiritually-minded fs l'fe 
and peace,’’ Romans, villi, 6. 

Dr. Taylor said: 

The apostle moved by the spirit of God 
had just said ‘to be carnaliy-minded is 
death,” and then adds, ‘‘hut to he spitrit- 
uvally-minded is life and peace.” We have 
thus given us a ktrief but co:nprehensive 
Gescription of the two states into which 
rer are divided, the regenerate and the 
unregenerate. Those who are in the one 
ftate are charecterized as ‘‘walking after 
the flesh,’ “minding the things of the 
flesh,” “living after the flesh.”” ‘They who 
are born of the Spirit ere seid ‘‘to walk 
éiter the Spirit,” to ‘mind the things of 
the Spirit,’ to” be ‘“spiritually-minded.”’ 
The accompaniment of the one state is 
death; the accompaniment of the other, 

“life and peace.’’ To be “spiritually- 
nmcnded,.”* then, or “to have the mind of 
the Spirit.”’ is an expression descriptive 
of the new nature implanted, when one 
dead in trespasses and sins is born again 
—when he has by faith looked to the 
crucified, risen, living Savior, and thus 
become “a new creature in Christ Jesus.”’ 
It is a woncrous change! He has ‘‘pass- 
ed from death unto life,’’ for ‘“‘ne that 
hath the Son hath life.””’ But that re- 
deemed sinner is not only spiritually- 
niinced in nature, having received the 
mind of the Spirit in conversion, but it is 
his privilege and duty to be so in daily 
life. “for the time past may suffice to 
have wrought the will of the Gentiles.”’ 
What blessedn2ss one realizes in this new 
life. God is his Father, Jesus his Savior 
and elder Brother, the Holy Spirit his 
Comforter; “all things work together for 
his goad, and heaven is his home. He 
wuld nct exchange this life for all the 
henors, pleasures and gold of this fleet- 
ing world. 

This life is progressive. While thcre 
could not be erowth into it, there is 
frowth in it. This is true of all life; such 
is vegetable life, and such is human life— 
jat first feeble, it strengthens and grows. 
‘The views of a growing Christian become 
ielearer, his faith strengthens, his conso- 
lations grow greater. Forgetful of things 
behind, not dwelling in or on an old ex- 
rerience, he presses on with undeviating 
step to things hefore; he is never satisfied 
~intil he is with God; his path is like the 
shining tight, shining more and. more: te 
the perfect day. 

“But, to be “spiritually-minded” is not 
only life, but peece. This is something 
which the carnally-minded do not have. 
The unregenerate man has no peace. He 
Ys an alien from God. God has declared 
that to him “there is no peace.’’ He and all 
‘like him are as “the troubled sea which 
cannot rest.’ Peace. true and lasting, be- 
‘ gins at the cross where life begins, and 
when life begins. Jesus has arranged for 
peace through His blocd. The moment a 
repenting sinner comes to the cross, and 
tivsts for salvation in Him who was slain, 
he is at peace with God, for ‘“‘there is 
row no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus.’”’ In his heart the peace 
of God springs up. 


“Tongue cannot express the sweet com- 
fort and peace, 
Of a soul in its earliest love.”’ 


But why is it that there is so often un- 
_ rest among the people of God? True, 
there is going on the conflict between the 
new nature and the old. For there are twos 
‘natures in the Christian, and they are 
‘distinct as day and night, and there is 
perpetual conflict between them until the 
weaker dies. But as the ‘old man,” 
‘ though crucified, never becomes extinct in 
this life, this warfare between the flesh 
and the spirit never ceases until death. 
It is only as we understand this that we 
‘get the distinct meaning of some passages 
‘in the Epistie to the Romans. But, in ad- 
‘dition to this, Satan is ever busy, 
seeking to harass and overcome 
the Lord’s people. That mysterious, 
subtle, ‘malignant und intensely 
real being, is the enemy of all believers, 
desiring to sift them as wheat. But in the 
conflict between the two natures, the 
Christian may come off victorious. As 
he thinks of it, and the question arises, 
“who shall deliver,’’ Re can shout with 
Paul, ‘‘I thank God through Jesus Christ.”’ 
And as regards the assaults of the “‘wick- 
ed one, we learn from the word that, if 
we resist the devil, he will flee from ‘us. 
Jesus, our great Captain and example, 
has shown us how to do this. See, too, 
the inspiring commands recorded in the 
order book; e. g. Ephesians vi, 14. And so, 
it is the privilege of the saved to -have 
peace continuous and abiding, even ‘‘full- 
ness of joy,”’ that they may “rejoice ever- 

. more.” It would seem to be dishonoring 
to God for it to be otherwise. “Why 
should the children of a King go mourn- 
ing?” A state of unrest and gloom inter- 
feres with our usefulness. The redeemed 
are left in the world that they may be wit- 
nesses for God, and give evidence as to 
the blessedness of His service. But what 
poor testimony is borne by unhappy Chris- 
tians. : 
For the interfering influences already 
mentioned, which may be withstood, we 
are not responsible. But there are hin- 
derances to peaceful living for which we 
are responsible, and though they all come 
under the general head of a want of 
spiritual mindedness, we may particular- 
ize, admitting that some of them are the 
effects as well as the causes of this want. 
I mention loss of temper, undue levity, 
cherishing an unforgiving spirit, jealousy, 
love of the praise of men, the influence 
of worldly relatives and companions, em- 
barking too deeply in business, approxi- 
mations to fraud for the sake of gain, 
devoting too much time to amusements, 
shunning the society and converse of 
Christian friends, etc. These things may 
‘\ be in a Christian, in one*who has received 
the mind of the Spirit. He may suddenly 
give way, or he may abide in them. What 
is the result? Why the Holy Spirit is 
grieved, the joy of salvation, (not salva- 
tion, but the joy) is gone, and sometimes 
‘¥t is supposed, that ell is gone. But if 
one has ever tasted that the Lord is gra- 
cious, he will not be cast off. If he has 

' ever had the life of God in the soul, it is 
li never perish.

ak 
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God is for the time practicaily suspended. 
And it is only when the believer judges 
himself and confesses his sins, that the 
joy of cotmmunion is regtored, for ‘“‘He 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” Let not suc: a one then go along 
in a cold, unhappy frame of mind, but 
rather let him get low dotvn before the 
throne. And whatever may te fhe sins, 
deeds, looks, thoughts, sins of omission 
or commission, let him confess them as 
an accepted von to his holy and gracidus 
Father; to Him who has said, ‘‘Return 
unto me; to Him who turned and looked 
upon Peter, and who said, “Efnon, son 


“offered to Him and through Him; and the 


Bible is the word of Christ. The: whale 
Christian life is a life of faith in the 
Son of God. “Believe on the Lord J®*sus 
and thou shelt be saved,’ is a condition 
which applies from the first token of 
penitence to the highest point of spirit- 
val attainment, We looked to H.m at 
first and were saved. We are to look all 
the journey through to that blessed One 
who has died, risen again, ascended and 
entered for us within the veil, where He 
now intercedes in our behalf, presenting 
His blood before the mercy seat. When 
like Peter on the water we look away 
from Christ, we begin to sink. 

And now = brethren in the Lord, 
let us seek as never before to 
be “spiritually-minded.”’ This  peace- 
ful living is ‘not impossible. 


Enoch lived this life, for he ‘“‘walked with 
Ged.’’ Daniel, like a great rock, stem- 
med the tide of sensuality, corruptton and 
idolatry in Babylon. Paul felt that for 
him to live, was Christ. The Karens 
used to call Adoniram Judson, ‘Jesus 
Christ's man.” ‘ 


“Though oft depressed and lonely all my 
fears are laid aside, 
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of Jonas, lovest thou me?’ Let him thus 


seek the cleansing b!ood— 


“For precious is the flow, 
Which makes us white as snow; 
No other fount we know, 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus.”’ 


Thus may that sad wanderer be restored 
once more to the calm sweet joy of com- 
munion with his adorable Lord, and then 
his peace no longer interrupted, but flow- 
ing like a river, he may go on his way re- 
joicing and singing songs of gladness. 

How may this peacefu! living, this spir- 
itual-mindedness, be maintained and pro- 
moted? By the influence of the same-Holy 
Spirit who first wrought life in the soul 
and caused. the first emotion of peace to 
spring up. The same Spirit who inspired 
the prophdts and qualified apostles is in 
the world to animate, guide and fill with 
peace all true believers. We réad (Gala- 
tians v, 22) that one of the fruits of the 
Spirit is peace, and in Romans (xiv, 17.) 
of peace and joy.in the-Holy Ghost. It is 
said of the early Christians (Acts ix, 31) 
that they ‘‘walked in the comfort of the 
Holy Ghost,’’ and again (Aacts xii, 52) 
that “the disciples were filléd with joy 
and the Holy Ghost.’’ Does some one ask, 
“How may I obtain the Holy Ghost?’ 
The answer is, “Ask for Him.” See the 
unconditional promise, Luke xi, 13. No 
blessing is so particularly and emphatical- 
ly promised in answer to prayer as this. 
Paul prayed for the saints at Rome, that 
they may be filled with peace in believ- 
ing through the power of the Holy Ghost. 
And this leads to the remark, that prayer 
igs also a means for the promotion of this 
blessed life. The spiritually-minded man 
is in daily communication with the. Fath-, 
er of spirits, and the secret of the Lord 
is with him. He constantly asks for help 
from the Holy Hill, and as constantly re- 
ceives. What an example is set in this 
regard, by the son of man. He was al- 
waysinthe spirit of prayer, often praying 
silently, when in the midst of the bustling 
crowd. At the grave of Lazarus He said, 
“TI thank thée, O Father, that thou hast 
heard me. And I know that tuou hearest 
me always; but because of those that 
stand by, I said it.’’ The Savior in the 
midst of the throng had been making re- 
quest of the Father, but they did not 
know of His praying, until he openly 
expressed thanks that He had been 
heard. Thus not only in the ‘‘still hour,’’ 
in the closet behind the shut door, but 
also on the crowded street, on the steam- 
boat or rushing train, in the counting 
room, or the work shop, on the court 
green, or in the busy mart of trade, the 
believer can call upon God. Sweet is 
the thought that 


“"Where'’er we seek Him, He is found, 
And every spot is hallowed ground.” 


The men who stand out in the world 
for that “spiritual-mindedness’’ which is 
life and peace, have been those who oft 


‘frequented the throne of grace. James 


Janeway, referring to his brother John, 
says: “I once hid myself that I might 
take the more exact notice of the inter- 
course that I judged was Kept up between 
him and God. But oh what a spectacle 
did I see! Surely, a man walking with 
God, conversing intimately with his 
Maker, and maintaining a holy familiarity 
with the great Jehovah. Methought I 
saw some cone talking with God. Me- 
thought I saw a spiritual merchant in a 
heavenly exchange, driving a rich trade 
for the treasures of another world. Oh! 
what a glorious sight it was! Methinks 
I see him still. How sweetly did his face 
shine! O with what a lovely countenance 
did he walk up and down—his lips going, 
his body oft reaching up, as if he would 
have taken his flight to heaven! His 
looks, smiles and every motion spake him 
to be on the very confines of glory. Oh, 
had one but Known what he was then 
feeding upon! Surely he had meat to eat 
which the world knew not of.”’ 

Peaceful living is also promoted by the 
study of the word. “Great peace have 
they who love thy law, and nothing 
shall offend them.” Psalms cix, 16. It 
is expressly declared (Romans xv, 14) that 
“the things written aforetime were writ- 
ten that we through patience and comfort 
of the sctiptures might have hope.’ Jere- 
miah says (xv, 16): “Thy words were 
found and TI did eat them; and thy word 
Was unto me the joy and rejoicing of my 
heart.’ And “so the spiritually-minded 
man now delights in the Bible 4nd hears 
the heavenly volce In the inspired page 
saying: ““The words that I speak unto 
you they are spirit and they are life.” 
He drinks in the spirit of the book. To ' 
him all its mighty truths are real and 
deeply felt. Looking up he exclaims with 
one of old, “Thy word have I hid in my 
heart that I might not sin against thee.”’ 
“OQ how I love thy law; it is my medita- 
tion all. the day.” 

But I have reserved for the last the 
all-comprehensive means for the main- 
tenance and motion of spirituai-mind-

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If I but remember only, such as these 
have lived and died.”’ 


The time would fail to tell of the men 
and women who have thus lived. They 
were not alone among patriarchs, apos- 
tles, martyrs, missionaries and ministers. 
There are not a few who thus live now, 
for whom the thronging multitudes care 
nothing. You and I have known many 
of them as calmly and quietly they 
moved amid the busy scenes and conflicts 
o: the world, and yet kept themselves 
unspotted from it. We have seen ‘them 
diligent in business, fervent in spirit, yet 
serving the Lord. ‘‘We have seen them 
ripening for their future life as they 
walked on the verge of glory. And when 
they were called away from these mortal 
scenes, we gazed with heart longings af- 
ter them into the heavens, and wished to 
follow them to their blessed home.”’ 


“And after He was dead and gone 
And e’en His memory dim, 

‘ Earth seemed more sweet to live upon, 
More full of love because of Him.” 


If we live this life, it will be one not 
only of peace and joy, but blessed power. 
Jonathan Edwards said: “Such a life in 
the hearts of all our church members 
would be a revival that would echo in 
heaven and put a new phase on our Chris- 
tianity, and introduce a new and tremen- 
dous power for the conversion of a dead 
world: to God.’’ Our light will not be hid. 
“How is it,” said one, “that Mrs. B. is 
so useful and influences so many people 
for God? I never hear of her doing any- 
thing remarkable.” ‘‘What is the lamp 
doing?” was the reply. “‘Neéthing.” “You 
are right, it {is not doing anything—never- 
theless it is lighting up the whole room.” 
Ah! we may not be great and clever and 
eloquent, but we may live this life, which 
is far better. Do we sorrow over the 
worldliness and unprofitableness of the 
days gone by?

sail unto the ch{iidren of God and to 
the children of Reubefi, shall your breth- 
reh go to war and: shall.you eit here?’ 

The preacher took the whole chapter in 
connection with the text to show that 
those peoplé who were Warriors were sit- 
ting idle while others were doing battle. 
He sald, in part; 

“God has promised us that we can con- 
quer this beautiful land of ours. We are 
having fierce battles. The war is ‘in our 
city—at our doors; I speak of battles of 
life, struggles for maintenance of sou! 
and body. 

“Competition in the mercantile world, 
in the coal fields and cotton factories 
make it a struggle not felt by this con- 
gregation. But it is hard and bitter. We 
wear good clothes, have good food and 
know little or nothing of the class of 
which I speak. 

“To enjoy the fruits of a victory as 
warriors we must enter the,battle, These 
people need your friendship; they must 
be saved: As a rule, they attend no 
church, and it ts largely because they are 
overworked. They sleep on Sunday when 
they do not work on Sunday. 

‘‘We sit in our bomb-proof positions ana 
help occasionally by giving to the home 
mission fund, when, if the truth is told. 
more money comes into Atlanta for mis- 
sionary purposes than Atlanta pays. Now 
we must get into the battle. We need 
teachers in mission Sunday schools ana 
in a thousand ways we can find work ia 
the front ranks.. Let us enter the battle 
and enjoy the fruits of victory. 


‘In the Boer war the women went in- 


line with guns. In our city our women 
and children are in this war, and not a 
yard of domestic do you handle in your 


homes that does not drip with the blood. 


of this poor, overworked class. 

“I go into their homes and know the 
stench of the overcrowded tenements. We 
must face these facts, and I appeal to 
you not for money, but for true friend- 
Ship for these people. Old clothes ana 
victuals at the back door won't relieve 
these people; nor is it a free dinner. and 
an occasional gift of clothing. True char- 
ity, which is love, and friendship for 
the purpose of lifting them up mentally, 
morally and spiritually, is what they 
need and is what you need. Your church 
will be greatly benefited by getting in 
this battle. The front line is the place 
to win and emjoy the 5 ees of the 
victory.’ 
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Dr. Bridewell delivered a most eloquent 
and forceful sermon yesterday morning 
on the subject “Is Godliness Profitable?’ 

A large congregation was present and 
gave the closest attention. The music 
was especially good. 

The text: “Godliness is profitable unto 
all things, having nromise of the life that 
now is and that which is ‘to come,’ is 
from ist Timothy, 4th chapter and eighth 
verse. 

The sermon abbréviated in part is as 
follows: 

“Profit. There is something so sugges- 
tive in the word that it arrests the at- 
tention of man the moment it is spoken. 
Like the sirens’ music there is a fasci- 
nation in the very sound of it. It awakens 
the slumbering energies and sends bright 
pictures trooping through the brain. The 
great aim of all man’s endeavors and the 
scope of all his designs is profit. The 
crucial test to which every proposition 
made to man is put is, “Will it pay.’’ 
“What will it profit me?’ Nor is the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ exempt in this matter. 
A course of condti¢t is here proposed for 
us, namely, Godliness. -It is proposed by 
one who is a skiliful judge in such mat- 
ters, and with thaf ¢asy .confidence and 
assurance which seems to us perfectly 
practicable. It pramises success, and will 
‘bring us profits unspeakably vast, not 
only in this world: but in the world to 
come. But is it? Will it nrofit a man to 
be religious? If a man be consistent and 
sincere what disadvantage does he suf- 
fer as compared with a man _ who lives 
godly in Christ Jesus? Let us see: With 
a great many people the opthion is open- 
ly expressed, or secrétly entertained, that 
Godliness is not a friend, but an enemy 
of profit. There are not a few people, 
and some, indeed, in the church, who will 
tell you that Godliness is*not altogether 
practical, to say nothing of being profit- 
able. They have an idea that they can 
steer clear of Godliness altogether and 
find it very easy to be diligent in busi- 
ness, or give up their temporal affairs 
and find no difficulty in being fervent in 
spirit and in serving the Lord. The two, 
however, cannot go together. This opin- 
ion is strengthened by the seeming fact 
that wicked men by base means do ap- 
pear to thrive and prosper, while good 
men seem for their Godliness to suffer, 
to be in no wise visibly better for it, en- 
during much hardships and much dis- 
tress. 

“Opposed to these opinions is the clear, 
plain declaration of Paul not to. be weak- 
ened or displaced, viz: ‘Godliness is prof- 
itable unto all things, having promise of 
the lifa that now is and that which is to 
come,’ 

‘In other words, religion is not only 
our duty, it is our interest; and our in- 
terest not only in relation to future pros- 
pects, but in reference to present occupa- 
tion and enjoyments. The Godly man, in- 
stead of being the loser even in this 
world. is the gainer by his religion. God 
promises to furnish the Godly whatever 
is needful for him in due tmewsure and 
season. It is the express declaration of 
the Scripture that no good thing which 
a& man may reasonably desire will God 
withhola from him; that blessings are 
upon the head of the just. The Bible 
promises that God will supply all man’s 
wants. The Lord will .not suffer the 
righteous to famish. The young lions do 
lack and suffer hunger. but they that seek 
God shal] not want any good thing. It 
Promises protection in all dangers. “The 
eye of the Lord is upon them that fear 
Him, upon them that hope in His mercy 
to deliver their souls from death and 
It promises 
guidance in all undertakings. ‘The steps 
of the good man afe ordered by the Lord.’ 
It promises success and prosperity in his 
designs. ‘Commit thy way unto the Lord, 
trust also In Him. and He shall bring it 
to pass. The Lord shall command a biess- 
ing upon thee in thy storehouse and in 
all that.thou settest thine hand fo.’ It 
promises support and comfort in afflic- 
tions. ‘He healeth the broken in heart 
and bindecth up their wounds. Let not 
thy heart be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid’ 63 


“From the Scriptural quotations it will, 


Be seen that a liberal dianeneation even 
of temporal things is pfomised to the 
Godly; but further it is alwavs profitable 
to base all life uvon intelligent faith; 
even in secular affairs faith will be. found 
to be the inspiration and strength of life; 
and when we come to the spiritual life 
it ig faith. Godliness, that establishes its 
strength. So long as life is calm and 


serene, when no storms disturb thé bosom | 


of the sea over which we are sailing, the 
Godly and the ungodly may seem equal; 
but Tet the heavens frown and the thun- 
ders roar: let wave follow wave, and deep 


‘call unto deep; let life be confronted by 


a supreme Crisis, and in that moment. 
which is a condensed lifetime, the profit- 
ableness of;Godliness will be revealed; the 
man of faith will come’ out of it con- 
queror and more than conquoror through 
Him that loved him and gave. Himself 
for him. 

“What is the vrofit. of Godliness? To 


show you I would take you te the. bedside | 


of the sweet singer whose hymns we use 
and show you how youth has been turned 
into old age by long cdfitinued pain, and 
yet how the fire has left the gold and 
only consumed the dross, I would take 
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you to a large establishment in a wes- 


tern city and introduce you. to & man 
who was once the terror and curse of 
society, and show you the Hght of Chris- 
tian intelligence in his countenance, and 
the love of Christian deete ~ nis life. I 
would take you to the chamber where an 
aged handmaiden of the Lord is bidding 
farewell to life. and as she smiles at the 
last enemy, passes upward to the quiet 
and holy place, calm, fearless, exultant— 
aye! she believes the profit which comes 
of knowing and loving the Lord. Jesus 
Christ. . 

“What is the profit of Godliness? I will 
tell you what the Gospel has done and is 
doing, and then you may decide for your- 
selves. It has reclaimed and redeemed 
humanity, restrung the broken harp and 
set it to diviner music! It has stricken 
the fetters from the slaves of sin and in- 
troduced them into the glorious Hfberty 
of the sons of God! It has made the des- 


ert place blossom as the rose,-and the. 


solitar\ place glad for its tidings of great 
joy! It has come to men finding them 
weary and heavy laden, the whole head 
sick, the whole heart faint, and com- 
m@tnded itself as a balm sent fragrant 
and fresh from the garden of God to re- 
move every variety of woe which. sin 
has wrought in the world. It goes to the 
house of mourning where the -widow’ and 
the orphan sit in lonely grief, dries their 
tears and fills their hearts with peace 
which death and the grave cannot take 
way or impair. It comes to the heart 
sick with the cares and curses of the 
wor)d. sore and faint with heing so often 
pierced by the broken reed on which it 
has Téined, when the drooping sufferer, 
like Job of old. would almost choose 
strangling and death rather than life— 
breathes refreshment and peace into his 
soul and bids him awake to that hour 
when the. wicked cease from troubling 
and the wéary are at rest. And when 
that hour is come, the hour that awaits 
us one and a)l,. the hour when we must 
die and the gou} shrinks back from the 
darkness before it, thar ‘* **-4ts up the 
vale before us wotil it has changed the 
gioom of death for the brightness of im- 
mortality. We become lost in its giory 
and exchange the sighs Of fear and of 
pain for the song of Moses and the Lamb. 
“What is the profit of Godliness? It 
has reached down into the very pit of 
dogm and snatched me as a brand from 
the burning: has clothed me with the 
glorious robe of Christ’s righteousness 
and made me a king and a priest unto 


God forever!” 


* SECOND BAPTIST. * 


Rev. John E. White preached yesterday 
morning to One of the largest congrega- 
tions that has filled the church since his 
arrival. He spoke on the subjett, ‘‘De- 
feated Christianity,”’ and from the text 
Matt. 17:19, ““‘Why could not we cast him 
out?” The-pastor said in part: 

“On the last march through Galilee 
we are allowed for a moment to witness 
the cause of Christ in the despair of a 
defeat. And a sorry sight it is. The 
great painter, Raphael, would not paint 
it alone, but dimmed its defeat with the 
overtopping glory of the Transfiguration. 
But the defeat remains, and altogether 
the most mortifying Incident In the his- 
tory of the disciples. It remains in Ra- 
phael’s picture teaching us.that human 
defeats and failures may be surmounted 
by divine victories, and that though God 
may be at His best, His servants at the 
same time through unbelief may be at 
their very worst. 

“Tt is to this scene of defeat that Jesus 
comes. - Down from-that heaven-kissing 
hill he comes in the very nick of time. 
As Matthew Henry says, “It is for. the 
honor of Christ to come in with help at 
a dead lift when other helpers cannot 
help.”” Discomfited, outdone, helf col- 
lapsed with their attempts at exorcism, 
smarting under the scorn of the scribes 
and the gibing of the crowd, and heart- 
sick at their failure, with the poor father 
and mother and the tortured lad still in 
the midst, the disciples. present a mis- 
erable spectable as Christ comes up. 

‘Promptly Jesus issues the challenge, 
‘What question ye with them?’. And 
then with that deliberation that charac- 
terized all His miracles, He commands the 
facts of the situation—and then a few 
serene but mighty words, ‘and the child 
was cured from that very hour.’ 

“How easy it seemed. Always when 
we have seen Him in such hours as this 
we have the impression, ‘Why, a miracle 
is not hard.’ It is a mystery of divinity 
that God can be so grand and yet so sim- 
ple, so mighty and still so meek. 

“Now, the question that the disciples 
ask when they are alone with Christ is 
a natural but most vital question, ‘Why 
could not we cast him out?’ 

“How often do we ask questions like 
that curselves. When we bave tried to 
do what we think we ought and fail -and 
sOMe one elise comes and easily performs 
our deed: we are not sorry that another 
is able; we even rejoice in the advantage 
and privilege of such a friend, Dut surely 
the question comes to our hearts as if we 
were aggrieved, ‘Why cSuld not we” 

“It is a question pressing harder than 
any other upon the Christian conscience 
today. Our churches are full of unsatis- 
fied Christians and disappointed workers 
The pastor hears often thése questions: 
‘Why am I not getting out of my Chris- 
tian experience joy and peace? ‘Why is 
the work I really want to do well so in- 
effective?’ Believe me, it is a question 
wHich is haunting the pulpit today more 
than the world knows. Preachers are 
asking as I think they never asked be- 
fore, asking of each other in their Monday 
morning conferences—asking God in their 
closets, ‘Why are our words so weak, our 
well prepared sermons so powerless, our 
ministry so fruitless?’ The pulpit is tead- 
ing and studying and praying before.the 
Bible opened at the second chapter of 
Acts. is reading about Paul and Whitfleld 
and Spurgeon and Finney and Moody, and 
the absorbing inquiry in the ministry is, 
‘Why could we not cast him out?’ 

“The church likewise is on its kriees 
facing the twentieth century with the 
same heart-burdened question. Listen to 
the answer of Jesus: ‘Because of your 
unbelief.’ No playing with words, no pal- 
liation of failure. He tells the disciples 
of no solacing excuse. He does not cay 
it was because they were in @ poor phy- 
sical condition, nor that it was the’ fret- 
ting of thé crowd that émbarrassed them. 
But he goes difect to the sore point and 
lays his finger on it, ‘Because of your 
unbelief.’ He fixes the responsibility 
where it belongs. 

“The first step toward recovery from 
our present day failure is the acknow!l- 
edgment of full responsibility for it, 
Complaint is out of place In the prayers 
of Christians. The powerlessness ~ of 
preacher and churth to do mighty deeds 
of salvation is not an unnatural affliction. 
God’s Kingdom is a kingdom of . law. 
Cause and effect operate as elsewhere. 
Victories of faith and defeats of unbelief 
are natural results from the working of 
spiritual laws, They come about. with 
the certitude of day and night. It is 
spiritually just as logical for unbelief to 
fail as for the car to stop and the lights 
to go out, when the trolley slips the wire. 

“The responsibility rests not wfth God. 
Man’s free agency made sin in the world 
possible, not God's sovereignty. God could 
have made a siniess and sin powerless 
being, but he wonld not have been a free 
agent. So the liberty of the gospel pro- 
vides the possibility for Christian defeat 
and failure. Christ could have founded 
a defeatiess: Christianity, but it would 
aave been a machine Christianity—and 
the Christian would be an automaton. 
Now, the question for us is, Are we pre- 
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pared to actept the responsibility for un- 
belief and afl that it involves? 3 

~ “If we are willing to go on failing—then 
We will go on failing. -If half success 
satisfies us—then we will have to be satis- 


fied with half success. 


“God will not take up an unbelieving 


Christian, an: unbelieving. preacher and | 


an unbelieving urch and break down 
Satan’s power in the world with them. 

“Do';We then make faith everything? 
No. But an essential something. ‘“With- 
out faith it is impossible to please God.’ 
Faith <loes not save; faith does not win 
victories. God saves and God wins the 
victory. ‘We, are saved by grace through 
faith.’ Faith is the avenue. of grace, 

“It is the connecting link between the 
‘Christian’s empty weakness and the re- 
sources of power in God. Omit faith and 
the power is as if it were not for us. The 
coupling pin does not pull the train—but 
leave it out and the engine, which is the 
power, goes off without ns. | 


“What could be clearer. Our remedy 


jis at hand and our problem is simple. It 


is a matter of right connections and a 
good understanding with-God. ‘Oh! wick- 
ed and perverse generation. How long 
shall I be with you! How long shall I 
suffer you!’ Is God weary of waiting 
for us to command His power? Up with 
our: faith and down with our unbelief. 
Out with it. What has it cone for us 
but shamed us and defeated us? Here are 
we in’ this late age of the world blunder- 
ing and failing. Here are we wondering 
and questioning, “Why could we not cast 
them out?’ 

“Here are we, twenty-five millions in 
America, seven hundred thousand in Geor- 
ria, twenty thousand in Atlanta, at the 
dawning of a new and splendid period of 
human privilege and progress, facing the 
future with an interogation point. And 
yet He suffers us.

Rev. Theron H. Rice has returned from 
Florida with restored health, and occu- 
pied his pulpit yesterday morning to the 
great satisfaction of his people.» The con- 
gregation that filled the auditorium of 
the church heard a most earnest and im- 
pressive discourse based on the third verse 
of the sixteenth chapter of John: 

‘‘And this is life eternal, that they might 
know Thee, the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent.” 

The subject was the mecessity of con- 
stant study of the Bible to obtain a 
krowléedge of God through the character 
of Jestis Christ. ‘The, soul has its dis- 
eases as truly as the body, and it is nec- 
essary to remove all obstacles that hinder 
the free and full operation of the real 
force in the spiritual as well as in the nat- 
ural life. Introspection, sorrow over sin, 
hatred of it, resolutions, will not cure 
the sin-sick soul; it can only find cure in 
the character of God, the knowledge of 
which is found in the Bible. “If thou 
criest after knowledge,”’ said the inspired 
writer of Proverbs, “if thou searchest for 
her as for hidden treasures, then shalt 
thou understand the fear of the Lord, and 
and the knowledge of God.”’ 
the scriptures be searched, earnestly and 
constantly searched, to learn the char- 
acter of God, upon which faith rests, 
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Rey. Dr. Landrum preached vesterday 
morning to a crowded congregation on 
the subject of a ‘Resurrected Church.” 
It was a revival discourse, The text was 
found in Ezekiel xxxvil, 1-14: ‘‘Come from 
the four winds, O breath. and breathe 
upon these slain that they may live.”’ 

“Figurative language,’’ said the minis- 
ter, “‘whether in prose, poetry or proph- 
ecy, often requires careful interpretation 
according to well-known laws. Imagina- 
tion frequently runs riot in the prophe- 
cies; judgment is too often laid aside bv 
sentimentalists and _ spiritualizers. All 
commentators agree that some kind of a 
resurrection is graphically and eloquent- 
ly portrayed in the text, but what kind? 

“It is not a resurrection of dead 
bedies. There is no necessary connection 
between this vision and the great day 
when the bodies of believers shall rise to 
life eternal. It is not a resurrection of 
dead souls. It is not recovery to salva- 
tion from the death of sin by the power 
of divine grace accompanying the word 
of Christ. Let God’s word be free to 
mean whatever ft wishes to mean. What 
then? The revision is one of national 
resurrection on the part of God’s chosen 
people, based on an inward and spiritual 
resurrection. When we interpret the pas- 
sage for present-day application we must 
regard it as the resurrection of the 
church. 
age to liberty, independence, peace and 
power. The context plainly shows this. 
The explanation is in the words: ‘And ye 
shall know that I am the Lord when I 
have opened your graves, O my people, 
and brought you up out of your graves 
and shall.put my spirit in you and ye 
shall live and I shall place you in your 
own land.’ 

“Is the church in its own land? That’s 
the question. Or is the church in a val- 
ley of dry bones in a foreign land? If 
the latter, does it not need resurrection? 

“God takes Ezekiel and carries him in 
spirit to a valley where a vision comes 
up before him revealing the real state 
and prospects of the people. The condi- 
tion was worse than the most despondent 
had said it was. God’s people were in 
the wrong place down if the valley; they 
are mountain folks and should stride the 
holy heights.of heroic endeavor. They 
were in an open valley; they could be 
séen; they were seen by the spying criti- 
cism of enemies. That open valley was 
full of dry bones. ‘Bont talk; they sing 
a melancholy dirge; once we were men, 
living, clear-eyed, stout-hearted, strong- 
limbed with keen, purposeful intellects. 
Now we are not men, but skeletons; we 
are powerless; dead mien for enemies to 
trample upon; aye skeletons in the clogets 
of our own homes. How infinitely hu- 
mitiating the thought that such a picture 
as a valley of dry bones was an object 
lesson to the prophet of the spiritual 
deadness. of-God’s own chosen people. 

“We need a twentieth century revival 
of religion. The prospéct is glorious. The 
revival is coming. ‘Thus saith the Lord 
God unto these bones behold I will cause 
breath to enter into you and ye shall live.’ 
Look now down in the valley. There was

° MOORE MEMORIAL. ° 
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A very large congregation assembled at 
Moore Memorial church yesterday morn- 
ing. Dr. A. R. Holderby, the pastor, 
preached from II Cortnthians x, 4: “For 
the weapons of our warfare are not car- 


j nal, but mighty through God to the putl- 


ing down of strongholds.” 
“For $6,000 years,”’ said the pastor, “there 
has been a warfare between God and 


Satan, truth and error, the church? an‘? 
The world. 


“Why has not Satan been subdued long 
ago? Why has not truth triumphed over 
error? Why has not the church eon- 
quered the world for Christ? Is not God 
able to do these things? Could He nor 
have hushed all his enemies into hell 
long ago? But God does not propose to 
crush his enemies by phvsical force. How 
easily He could send fire and cyclone 
or tempest ond demolish every saloon and 
every den of vice in the twinkling of an 
eye. Neither does God wish His people 
to use vfolent means tod break up the 
places of wickedness and vice. 

“If every saloon in Atlanta were sell- 
ing whisky without license and every 
other other house in the city were a 
blind tiger, I would have no right to break 
up the property of these violaters of 
the law. It is not the duty of the church 
to execute the laws of the country. It 
would be my duty to renort all such viola- 
tions to the civil authorities and there 
my duty would end. 

“T am only in sympathy with those 
fanatical women in Kansas whose peace 


and happiness doubtless have been broken — 


by the whisky traffic in so far as they 
desire to put down the great evil, but I 
want to go on record as opposed to the 
violent methods employed by them. 

“It is time for the church to speak 
out against all such unlawful and fanat- 
ical methods. Those women, armed with 
their hatchets and smashing and dse- 
stroying the property of citizens, are 
themselves violators of law and order. 

“But these fanatics would receive no 
notice from me but for the fact ‘they 
are making their unlawful crusade ifn the 
name of the church and in the garb of 
religion. The word of God teaches us 
that the weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but ‘spiritual,’ and they arte 
mighty through-God to the pulling down 
of the devil’s strongholds. We canygot 
reform men by bullets and swords «of 
ballot boxes. 

“We cannot break up the liquor traffis 
or make men temperate bv force of arms. 

“Who for a moment believes that if 
the Lord Jesus Christ were in Atlanta or 
in Kansas that He would organige a 
crusade and with deadly weapons proceed 
to destroy the property of men who were 
violating the civil law. We hear Him 
say: ‘I came not te destroy men’s lIfves, 
but to save them. Let the church of 
Christ then keep her hands from vio- 
lence.’ 

“The whisky saloon is an enemy to 
the church and one of its worst, but this 
does not justify the followers of the meek 
and gentle Christ in demolishing the prop- 
erty of its enemies or in destroying their 
lives. 

“The cause of relfgion and of temper- 
ance is greatly damaged by the crusade 
made by those women in Kansas-,in a 
great many ways. 

“They are guilty of unwomanly conduct. 
They are disgracing the gentleness and 
loveliness of woman's character. They 
are disgracing the church of God, which 
they claim to represent. They are of- 
fering an insult to Jesus Christ, the meek 
and lowly Jesus, who has said we must 
pray for our enemies and do good to 
all men, 

“IT want to go on record as being op- 
posed to the accursed liquor traffic. 

“I am opposed to the saloon as much 
as any man in the world. 

‘But I am also opposed to any mob 
violence,. especially under the garb of 
religion. I am opposed to making a cru- 
sade against evil doings with deadiv 
weapons in the hands of men or women, 
demolishing the property. of. men and 
threatening their lives. All this is in 
opposition to the spirit of the gospel. 

“The word of God is the weapon for 
the church. When that is wielded by 


the Spirit, and the followers of Christ: 


will live holy and exemplary lives, the 


liquor traffic will be crushed out and men - 


will be regenerated and reformed,”

ANSWERS. 

153. BRYAN—Among the founders of 
Georgia was that eminent patriot, Jona- 
than Bryan, called “one of the fathers 
and founders of Georgia.” His brgther, 
Joseph, with Colonel Bull, assisted the 
early colonists to lay out the streets of 
the new town Savannah and in other 
ways aided the infant colony to forge 
ahead in its progress. Jonathan Bryan 
was a fine specimen of manhood and one 
of the leading men in the colony and one 
of the eminent patriots of his day and 
time: chairman of meeting at Savannah 
in favor of non-importation act, member 
of king’s council and displaced from it 
on account of his love for liberty and 
justice, member of provincial congress of 
1775 and member of council of safety, and 
rather than give up the cause he had 
espoused preferred to be imprisoned on a 
ship and sent to St. Augustine. Not only 
he, but his sons, were members of pro- 
vincial congress. Bryan county is named 
for this father of Georgia. 

The family were of note in Carolina ere 
Georgia was founded and connected to 
some of the old stock of that state. 

Joseph Bryan and Janet Cochrane had 
the following children (five in all): 

1. Hugh Bryan, born 1699, died Decem- 
ber 1, 1753. from ‘whom descended a branch 
of Adams, Stiles, King, Habersham, New- 
ell, West, Turner, Footman, Stewaft, etc. 

2. Hannah Bryan married Colonel James 
Cochrane, surveyor general of South Caro- 
lina, from whom descend branches of the 
family of Shem Butler, the Wilkins, Bow- 
ens, etc. 

3. Elizabeth Bryan 
Stephen Bull. 

4. Joseph Bryan came over with Colonel 
Bull and assisted in the upbuilding of the 
infant colony. 

5. Jonathan Bryan, the patriot. one of 
the founders and fathers of Georgia. was 
born September 12, 1708, married Mary 
Williamson Qctober 13, 1737, who was born 
23d March, 1722, and died March 24, 1781. 
Children were: 

1. Hugh Bryan, born September 7, 1738. 

2. Jonathan, Bryan, born January 29, 
1740. 

3. John Bryan, born September 30, 1741.

Of these children, Hugh Bryan, Jr., was 
member’ of provincial congress. 

May Bryan married first John Morel, 
president of Georgia and from whom a 
branch of Morel and Neyle; secondly -his 
second wife, Colonel Richard Wylly, from 
whom the Woodbridges, Thiets, etc., dee 
scend. Colonel Richard Wylliy married 
first Mary, granddaughter of Hugh Bryan, 
Sr. (see him and descendants). 

Josiah Bryan married -Elizabeth, dau- 
ghter of Josiah Pendarris, and grand- 
daughter of Colonel Richard Bedon. She 
married second Captain or Lieutenant 
John Screven. From this line descend the 
Brvans, Screvens, etc. 

William Bryan, member of provincial 
congress. 

James Bryan, ileutenant in Georgia con- 
tinental congress, married and left issue. 

Hannah Bryan married Governor John 
gon of Sir Patrick Houston, 
Bart. 

Extracts from Bible of Jonathan Bryan: 
‘I began to settle at Walnut Hill, in Caro- 
lina, the Sth of August, 1731. 

‘IT removed to the Cypress plantation the 
5th of January 1748-9. 

‘T began to settle my new plantation 
in Georgia the first day of January, 1751. 

“The meeting house at Stono Creek was 
built in the year 1742. 

‘“T removed to Georgia from Carolina 
with my family 27 December, 1752. 

“Settled at Monmouth plantation the 
22d January, 17€2. 

“The smallpox broke out in Savannah 
April, 1782. 

“Began to settle at the Seven Oaks 8th 
day November, 175.
